NAWAB OF RAMPUR. 

Ills Highness FAj!ZAKn-r-Dn.i*iziu Daui,at-i-Ingmsiya 
Nawa'u Hamid Am KhAn, Baiu’diiii, Wai.i, of Rumpur. Born 
JhI April, 187-1; succeeded 27th February, 1889. Heir presump- 
tive, his brother, Saliibzadn Nnsir Ali Khan, aged G. 

Tliis family are Bnrez Pathiins. 

In the Inttcr part of the seventeenth century two Afghan 
brothers, Shah Alim and Husain Khan, camo to India, liko many 
of their countrymen, to 6cck service under the Moghnl Kin])cror. 
Shah Alim, the elder brother, left two sons, Baud Khan and 
Balnnat Khan. IJAud Khan distinguished himself in the Mahralta 
wars, and received a grant of land near Btidaun. nis adopted 
son, Ali Muhammad, by his services against the powerful family 
of lltirnh Sayyids, who were opposed to the Imperial interest, 
obtained the title of Naw.ib and confirmation in the lands he held. 
Amidst the confusion which preceded the dissolution of tho 
Mughal Empire, his life was spent in conflicts with the Raja of 
Kutmtun, the NawAb Vnzir of Oiulh. and occasionally with the 
Imperial forces, (ill after a signal reverse he was compelled to 
surrender all his po-sessiuns and to seek refuge at tho Court. 
But whin tho whole force of the Emperor and the Nan Ah 
Yui-ir was bent to repel the invasion of the AfgliAn chief, 
Ahmad Shall Burani, Ali Muhammad seized the opportunity 
to ro-oeenpy his old territory, where he had still many follower* 
left. In a few yt-arr he had -x* extended and consolidatf 1 
his power that at his death he was able to leave to his two 
sons, tlun ho'tagt" at Delhi, the whole of the territory for- 
merly c.Jhd Kntehir, and now Rohilkhand.

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3. — Article of the preliminary engagement between the NawAb 

Yaz Tr, the English Company, and the Boh ill a Tribe, 29th 

November, 1794, confirmed on the 13 th December, 1794. 

Tlie Nawab Yazir-ul-Mumalik Ausuf Jab, Bahadur, agrees 
that he will bestow on Ahmad Ali Khan, the grandson of the 
Nawab Faizullah Khan, deceased, mahdlsin jagir at the annual 
jama of ten lakhs of rupees, and that the town of Barn pur shall 
be a part of the said jagir ; and as Ahmad Ali Khan is a minor, 
therefore Nasarullah Khan, Bahadur, son of Abdullah Khan, 
deceased, shall be nominated the guardian of Ahmad Ali Khan 
and the manager of the said jagir until Ahmad Ali Khan shall 
arrive at the age of twenty-one years. 

4. — Article 6 of the treaty between the Honorable the East 

India Company and His Excellency the NawAb YAzfR, 

14(7t November, 1807. 

The territories ceded to the Honorable Company by the first 
article of this treaty shall be subject to the exclusive manage- 
ment and control of the said Company and their officers. 

Among the ceded territories mentioned in the first article of 
the treaty of 1801 were Chakla Bareilly, Asafabad, and Kilpuri, 
in which the jagir of Bampur was included. 

5. — Translation of an agreement entered into by NawAb Muham- 

mad Yusuf Ali Khan on his accession in 1855. 

Since I have been appointed, by sanction of the Hon’ble the 
Lieutenant-Governor, North-Western Provinces, successor to 
Nawab Muhammad Sayyid Khan .in the jagir of Bampur, I 
hereby agree and attest by my seal that I will administer 
the affairs of the jagir with justice and equity ; that I will 
govern the Pathans with consideration ; that I will continue all 
the stipends sanctioned from the time of the Nawab Ahmad 
Ali Kh;in, and entered in previous agreements; and that I 
will provide for the proper maintenance of all the family and 
dependents of my deceased father, Naw.ib Muhammad Sayyid 
Kham

MAH A' RAJA OF BENARES. 


Ills Highness MaharIja Prabhu Narayan Singh, 
BahAdur, of Benares, born 26th November, 1855 ; succeeded 13tb 
Juno, 1889 ; has issue, Kunwar Aditya Narayan Singh, born 6tli 
Novembor, 1875. Residences, Ramnagar, Benares ; and Chakyn, 
Mirznpur. 

Tliis family are Brahmans of the Bhuinhdr clan. 


The traditions of the family go back to about the year 1000, 
when a Brahman ascetic of TTtaria, a village near Benares, fore- 
told the succession of his posterity to the dominions then govern- 
ed by a Ilindu Raja. The Raja lost his kingdom in the inva- 
sion of Sultan Mahmud of Ghazni, and the Brahman’s descend- 


ants attained a respectable position under the Muhammadan 
conquerors , but the fulfilment of the prophecy was delayed for 
several centuries. In the decay oitheMoghal Empire some of 
the family who attempted to assert a turbulent independence 
were severely chastised by one of the lieutenants of Farrukhsiyar.

Tie was also believed to bo secretly disaffected, nnd to have 
corresponded with the enemies of the British Government ; nnd 
ho was therefore put in arrest in hisown houso in 1781 by order of 
Warren Hastings. A tumult ensued, in which the military guard 
over tho Baja were cut down, nud tho Raja escaped. Chet Singh 
collected bis troops, nnd nppoalcd for aid to somo of tho princes 
of Hindustan. But his troops wore defeated in several potty 
Sannd ot litliSeptcm- skirmishes, and tho rebellion was crushed. 
1,er ' 1|S1 ‘ Tho Rsijn was deprived of his government., 

which was given to his nephew, Raja Muhip Narayan, son of a 
daughter of Rdja Balwant Singh, subject to a rovonuo of forty 
lakhs. The criminal administration of the province, and tho 
civil nnd criminal administration of tho city of Benares, toge- 
ther with the power of tho mint, were taken out of the now Raja’s 
hands. R/lja Chet Singh took refugo with Scindia, and died at 
Gwalior in IS 10. 

Raja Mahip Narayan died in 179/3, nnd was succeeded by his 
son, Udit Narayan Singh. A separation was now mado botwcon 
the lands held by the Raja in liis own right nnd those which had 
been entrusted to his government. The direct control of tho latter 
Rcgnlations II nnd with tho nccompnnyingrovcnuo was resumed 
XV ot 173j. by the State, wliilo tho Raja was confirmed, 

under certain conditions, in the administration of justice in civil 
and rovonuo matters in tho tlirco parganas which constituted his 
hereditary possessions. 

TTdit Nardyan Singh was succeeded in 1835 by his nephew 
and adopted son, Raja Ishri Parshiid Narayan Singh, Bnhddur, 
who for his loyal sorviccs in tho mutiny, recoived, as a personal 
distinction, the title of MaMr/ijn Bahadur (Notification No. 5441, 
•dated 31st August, 1859). On tho 1st January, 1877, ho was 
created a Knight Grand Commander of tho Most Exalted Ordor 
of tho Star of India. On his death in 18S9 he was succeeded 
by his nephew and adoptod son, tho present Raja. 

The late Mahar/ija was granted, as a personal distinction, tho 
privilege of being addressed by tho title of “ Highness ” (Govern- 
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mcnt of India a No 5731 , dated 8th February, 18"^, Foreign 
Department) and tho continuance of the same title to tho present 
Mahdruja was sanctioned as a personal distinction m Foreign 
Department letter No 375CI , dated 23rd September, Ity

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Deputy Suporinteiulent appointed by tho Lioutcnant-Govornor 
exercises, subject to tho control of the Superintendent, nil or any 
of tho powers of tho Superintendent which mnj’bo conferred upon 
him. From tho orders of tho Superintendent nn appeal lies to 
tho Board of Revenue, whoso orders arc final unless altered by 
the Lieutenant-Governor. Tho Board of Rovonuo stands in tho 
place of the nigh Court for all suits which, hut for the Regula- 
tion, would bo tried by tho ordinary civil courts. Tho Lieu- 
tenant-Governor may, after taking and considering tho opinion 
of tho Maharaja, mnko rules (which have tho force of law) to 
regulato tho procedure and power of tho Native Commissioners, 
and to determine all mnttors connected with rent, rovonuo, and 
land in tho Domains. Excopt when otherwise directed by tho 
provisions of Regulation VII of 1S28, as amended bj r Act XIV 
of 1881, or by rules framed undor them, tho rovonuo and judicial 
administration of tho mnliiils, in so far as it was specially en- 
trusted to tho Maharaja by Regulation XV of 1795, is regulated 
by the principles and spirit of tho existing Regulations, and whero 
theso may not bo applicable by equity and good conscienco. In 
matters which have not been specially entrusted to tho Mahuriija 
tho administration is governed by tho enactments for tho time 
being in forco in the North-Western Provinces. 

Tho Family Domains have boon specially exempted from tho 
operation of Act III of 1878 (tho Local Rates Act). 

Tho Makdraju has been assured by sanad that on failure of 
natural heirs tho Government will permit and confirm any adop- 
tion of a successor made by himsolf, or any future Rfija, that 
may be in accordance with Hindu law' and tho customs of his 
family.

Knnak IYd, the first prince of tins family of RAjpnts, is said 
to have come from Gujrat. Little is known of their early history. 
A cadet of the Pnnwilr ltouso of Dharanagar enmo on a pilgrimage 
to tho holy plncos in the hills nnd visited Son Pal, twenty-fourth 
in descent from Knnak Pal, on his way. Tho latter had no son, 
and was so pleased with tho young prince that ho gave him his 
daughter in marriage and part of pargana Chandpur as dowry. 
The Dharanagar prince appears to have been KAdil Pal, and it 
was his descendant, Ajaiya Pal, who first attempted tho conquest 
of GarhwAl, which up to that time was divided amongst a numbor 
of petty Rajas. Ajaiya Pill left tho family homo in Chandpur 
and settled in Dowalgarli, whence tho capital was transferred to 
Srinagar by Mnhipnti Sail. Tho Garhwiil power wns gradually 
extended over tho Dun, Bisahir, nnd Tcliri, nnd constant war was 
waged with tho neighbouring Chand Raja of Kumnun. 

On the murder of Dip Chand, Raja of Kumnun, in 1777, tho 
assistance of tho GarhwAl RAja, Lalnt SAh, wns invited. Tho latter 
defeated the troops of tho usurper, Mohan Singh, in 1779, and his 
son, Pradhuman Sail, united for a whole year tho two countries 
under his personal sway. In 1786, however, ho abandoned 
Kuruaun, and took up his residenco permanently in Srinagar. 

In 1790, when tho GurkhAlis invaded Kumnun and took 
possession of Almora, RAja Pradhuman SAh of GarhwAl was so 
impressed with a sense of their power that he agreed to pay a 
yearly tribute of Rs. 25,000 to tho Nepalese Government. 

In the j’ear 1804 tho Nepalese oxtended their conquests 
to Garliwal, and expelled Pradhuman SAh, who took refuge 
in the plains. Ho collected a force of some 12,000 men, with 
whom ho entered the Dun, resolved to mako one attempt 



to recover his kingdom In this he wu unsuccessful, and in 
an action fonght at Khdrbura near Pchra pen shod with most of 
his Garkirili n tamers (January, 1801) Ua son. Sudarshsn 
Sab, having escaped from the hands of the Gurkhas, Red to the 
plains and joined the Fnglish After the d. feat of the Gurkha* 
by tho British m the Gurkha war and the annexation of Knmaun. 
1814 — 1C, Western Garhwi] was given to Sadarshan MS, 
by sanad, dated 4th 3fareh, 1820 The pargana of Raw am, 
which had been cxptcssly reserved to tho British in tho sins 1 of 
1820, was conceded to the RSja in 182 1, when a formal sma 1 was 
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The R;ijas of Tohri pay no tribute, but nro required to givo 
free passage to British subjects passing through their territories, 
and in case of emergency to givo assistance to the paramount 
power. 

There is no militarj' force maintained in the State. The few 
jemadars and sepoys entertained are employed mainly for super- 
vision of conservancy and jjolice arrangements. There is one 
jail, with an avorago of 40 prisoners, who are fed and clothed 
at tho expense of the State. The prisoners aro generally 
employed on public works. Tlioro aro four Stato vaccinators 
maintained. The expenditure on public works in 18S7-88 was 
Rs. 13,058.

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He died in 1823, and was succeeded by bis son Tikam Singb. 
Tikam Singb behaved loyally during tbe mutiny, and did bis best 
to preserve order. On account of bis loyalty, bis property at 
Mursdn was plundered by tbe rebel army on' its retreat from 
Mathura eastward, after the fall of Delhi. 

Tikam Singb was formally invested with tbe title of Rdja 
Bahadur by His Honor tbe Lieutenant-Governor, North-Western 
Provinces, on tbe 5th of January, 1860, at Aligarh, a khilat of 
Its. 2,000 being also presented to him at tbe ceremony. The 
North-Western Provinces Government reported that tbe title of 
Baja bad long been recognised in tbe family of Tikam Singb by 
tbe Government of India itself, and tbe following letter of tbe 
Government of India was rather meant as a formal acknowledg- 
ment than as a new conferment : — 

“ From Government of India, Foreign Department, to Govern- 
ment, North-Western Provinces (No. 528). — Dated Agra, 
tbe 3rd December, 1859. 

“ Sin, — In reply to your letter, dated 12th ultimo. 
No. 1612, I am directed to state that tbe Governor-General 
is pleased to confer tbe title of Rdja Bahddur on Tikam Singb, 
of Mursdn, in tbe Aligarh district, for services rendered during 
tbe disturbances.” 

For bis good services in tbe mutiny a yearly abatement of 
Its, 6,000, for two lives, of tbe revenue payable on tbe Raja’s 
estates was sanctioned by tbe Government of India, and it was 
directed that tbe m&likana enjoyed by tbe Raja should be 
exempted from future revision. 

Tikam Singb was also created a Companion of tbe Order of 
tbe Indian Empire. He died in 1878, and tbe present Raja is 
bis grandson.

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Gwalior by Popham, who was nssisted by spies furnished by the 
Edna of Gohad, after which Gwalior was itself given up to the 
Edna as the price of past, and stimulus to fresh, exertions by the 
British. Scindia under these circumstances'would naturally be 
exasperated against the Bhaddwar Raja. After this the thirty 
villages now held was all that was preserved to the family, and 
they, too, solely by the exertions of one of its female members.

Singh, who died in 1755, having become a 

suppliant to the bounty of Scindia in 1785, obtained by a grant the 
restitution of thirty villages in the Bdh Pindhnt parganas of the 
Bhaddwar country, whioh the family has continued to enjoy till 
the present day. 

“On the breaking out of the war with Scindia, an opportunity 
was given to the Rdja of Bhaddwar to improve his fallen fortunes. 
After the battle of Koil General Perron’s authority in the Dodb 
and Agra district was of course broken. At this time an emissary 
of Mr. Graeme Mercer, Governor-General’s Agent with Lord 
Lake, by name Mir Mazhar Ali, would seem to have been deputed 
to agitate the country around Agra and Gwalior in favour of 
the British interests. The Edja of Bhaddwar adopted fully and 
cordially Mr. Mercer’s plan, and accordingly placed a garrison 
in Bdh and another in Pindliat, vacated by Bij Bdpi Lai, arnil 
under General Perron, for the protection of the country and 
support of the British authority. On the 10th of October Lord 
Lake invested Agra ; on the 18th the fort was evacuated. In 
the meantime the Bhaddwar Edja had addressed Mr. Mercer and 
sent a vakil to him. On the 18th October Mr. Mercer acknow- 
ledges the act of the Edja in placing his thdnas in Bdh Pindhat 
to protect the collections, and directs him to take possession of 
Bind and Atair, two of the parganas which were the patrimony 
of the family up to Scindia’s resumption of them. He was 
further instructed to prevent the Mahrattas from crossing the 
Chambal ; but in respect to the Bdh Pindhat collections, as his 
claim to them had long ceased, they were to be made over to the 
Company’s Tahsilddr. Mr. Mercer refers to the nobility of the 
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exposed on tlie evacuation of Muttra, Holkar’s aniils .proceeded 
to levy collections in the Agra district. At Bah Pinahat a man 
of the name of Tantia Bisram came, and, raising a disturbance 
in the name of Jaswant Bao, took possession of -the towns of 
Bdh and Pindhat. Mr. Cunningham, the Collector of Etdwah, 
to which these parganas wei’e then attached, called upon the 
Raja for aid ; which aid, by the Raja’s account, was so success- 
fully given that Tantia was driven out of the country with a 
great loss on the side of the Rdja and Holkar’s officers. About 
the same time the Rdja appears to have exerted himself much 
and successfully in repelling the eruption of Mandhala, a 
Mahratta freebooter, into the Bah Pinahat country. The dis- 
turbed state of the country on the Jumna still continued, though 
Big had been captured and Bharatpur invested. Rai Narendra 
Singh, the Bharatpur zaminddr, and Harndth, the dependent 
of Holkar, taking advantage of the troubles of the country in 
the beginning of 1805, invaded Bdh Pindhat with a force said 
to have been 20,000 strong with the purpose of crossing the 
ghats into the Dodb. At this time the Bdh Pinahat parganas 
were farmed by the Collector to the Raja of Bhadawar, and his 
official and family influence seems to have been well exerted to 
keep the marauders at bay till assistance could come from Agra 
and Etdwah. Colonel Bowie from Agra proceeded to the Raja’s 
aid, and the insurgents were driven back. Mr. Mercer, who 
received notice of the exertions of the Raja’s followers to put 
down this disturbance by a letter from the Rdja, replied that he 
had learnt also from the Rana of Gohad of the conduct of 
Narendra Singh ; that he approved of the Raja’s plans for 
resisting the marauders; and intimated that the present time 
was that of .trial of the true friends of Government, among 
whom the Rana and the Rdja were expected to be foremost from 
a sense of duty and hope of reward. It may also be added that 
Colonel Bowie, Commandant of Agra, who was employed in 1806 
to effect the interchange of Gohad and the Dholpur country 
between the Rana and Scindia in 1812, in speaking officially 
of the Rdja to Mr. Turner, described him as a most active and

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“ In 1S00, in consequence of tho RAjn selling up n claim to 
collect transit duties at. tlio Knclmura Ghiit, tho village of which 
is in tho Raja’s domain, a correspondence ensued botween tho 
Agra authorities and tho Board of Commissioners, which ended 
in the Board's disallowing the right of tho RAjn to tax tho river 
trade, and in Government achnowlcdging his right to compensa- 
tion for the internal snycr duties. Tiio consideration of tho Raja’s 
circumstances having been simultaneously forced on tho notico 
of Government by the Acting Mngistrato of Agra, Mr. Ilnlhed, 
Mr. Turner, tho successor of Mr. Ilnlhed, was in reply informed 
flint ‘adverting to tho sense that appears to have been enter- 
tained of the Itaja’s services by tho late Commnndor-in-Chiof ; 
to the expectations that wore held out to the RAjn of receiving a 
liberal provision from Government; and to tho disappointment 
of thoso expectations by tho resumption of tho revenues of the 
pargnnn of Atair by the Government of Dnulnt Rao Scindin, tho 
Governor-General in Council would bo disposed to attond to nny 
suggestions which could bo offered by tho local authorities for 
the easy and comfortnblo support, of the R&jn,’ and tho Magis- 
trate was requested to report what arrangements could bo best 
adopted to meet tho reasonable expectations of the RAjn.

remove all doubt ns to the propriety of not subjecting the thirty 
villages held by the Raja of Bhndawar to the ordinary process 
of the resumption courts. 

" On various occasions, nnd under very critical circumstances, 
tho Rtijns of Bhndfiwnr rendered the British Government good 
nnd valuable sorvicc. In tho early stngo of the great Mnlirnttn 
war, immediately after tho battle of Soil, when tho British 
power was scarcely established in theso provinces, tho thon Rilja 
so fully nnd cordially supported tho views of Govemmont by pre- 
venting the Mnhrattas from crossing tho Chambnl, and by vari- 
ous other services, that in acknowledging tho same, the Govomor- 
General’s Agent intiraatod that a roturn in real bonefit would bo 
tho roward of his fidelity and zeal. 

“It is assorted, and tho services of tho family seem to 
hear out tho assertion, that the fort of Gwalior was delivered 
up through the Raja’s influence with tho kilndar, a clansman of 
his own. 
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“In such high estimation were hi* •mice* hel 1 by Lord 
InVc that that nobleman toot opon him tell ta grant him in 
nltnmrjhii the pargana of Atatr, of which our policy ifirmnli 
deprived him, anil in conferring it strongly expres*cd hi* arn*** 
of the raluo and sincerity of tho Raja'* friendship That hi* con 
fldcneo was not misj laced u abundantly prvrcd by the fact that 
nt tho rcry trying conjuncture con*ojaent on the di*.»*terof 
Colonel Sfanson'a dirmon, the Rij* roluntccml ht* a» t (n *ujv- 
port of Lord Iinlco* movement*, of which offer thefJirernor 
Oe’-cral a Agent gladly availed huns-df AUml the *ame jK-rt^l 
nlao, at the Agent • re^ million, the Rija on »eicnl wc-mona 
exerted himself in repelling the predatory me jr*i >n« of Mahra'la 
freebooter* in a manner which ogam called firth the thanfci of 
the Oovcromcnt These loyal and gallant *er»iee« more to lie 
appreciated hr oe»m*i lerainn of the penlao* an 1 trying times at 
which they were rendered, than by the {mmcdnte l*-ncft dcrnnf 
from them, merit the warmest gratita l* anl constitute a |t>s» 
for the indulgmt conn lrratim «f tie present claim* of the 
family, which, although »l migl t in rain Is* urge, J l*-fire m 
ju lictal tribunal, i» one of irrcsntiUe forco in the council* of 
Government 
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The Raja bclmvcd loyally during the mutiny. Tho district 
officer reported : — 

“ I have entered tho Rdjn of Bhndfnvnr ns ono who showed 
conspicuous zeal and loyalty. The conduct I have so character- 
ised consisted in holding the Bah and Pinnlmt pnrgnnns for us, 
localities so rernoto that wo were utterly poworless to oxort any- 
thing but a nominal influence in them. Soon after I took clinrgo 
of tho district I applied to him with a viow that ho should oxort 
himself to support our Government through tho parganas of 
Bdh and I’innliat. This ho readily did, and remained faithful 
on our side. Whilo tho neighbouring parganas of Khairagarh, 
Irndatnngar, and Fntcliabad woro ovorrun by mutineers and wore 
deserted by our officials, thoy still remained under his protection 
in tho pargana of Bali Piniihnt. All entr}' into those districts 
was barred to tho mutineers by the lovics, whilo tho ghdts of tho 
Chambal and the Jnrmut were strictly guarded by tho sarno 
means. Attempts were ropcatcdly mado by tho rebels from 
Etawnh to cross tho Chambal, which wero always rosisted with 
success by his lovics. There can bo no doubt that for tho abovo 
services he deserves the highest consideration on tho part of 
Government.” 

Tho Commissioner also ndded that “ tho Bhaduwnr Raja had 
under circumstances of very considerable difficulty, in tho heart 
of a very disturbed portion of tho district, bohavod with eminent 
loyalty and good faith. Ho is tho representative of a family 
which in old days wns almost of sovereign rank.” 

The titlo of Raja is hereditary, but that of Maliurdja is to bo 
considered personal to tho present holder ( vide Foreign Office 
letter Ho. 204G.P., dated 25th July, 1881). Tho Maharaja has 
been exempted from personal appearance in tho civil courts, and 
(togethor with his retainers) from the operation of certain pro- 
visions of tho Arms Act. 

Ho is married to a sistor of tho Rdja of Mainpuri. Tho 
estates lie in pargana Pindhat, Agra, and pargana Shekohab ad, 
Mainpuri, and are assessed to a revenue of Rs. 33,680.

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■ Imam FMn, brother of Ivnim, succeeded, but was trenchor- 
ously dispossessed of tlio Farukhabad torritor}- by tho Vnzir after 
a fow months. Ahmad I'Ll win, second son of Muhammad, headed 
a movement to restore tho fortunes of tho family : lie defeated 
at Kliudaganj and killed tho usurping governor of Farukhabad, 
•who had been appointed by Safdar, and gained a victory ovor 
Safdar himself in Etnh. Tho territory from Soil to Cawnporo was 
taken possession of, and arrangements were mado for occupying 
tho whole of Oudh. Ahmad next besioged Allahabnd nnd estab- 
lished his head-quarters at Jhasi. Safdar Jang meanwhile called 
in the aid of the Malirattns, and Ahmad marched to Farukhabad 
to oppose them. He entrenched himself in the fort of Fatohgarh 
and summoned the Eohillas to his assistance : tho Rohillas on their 
arrival were defeated by tho Malirattns, which compelled Ahmad 
to evacuate Fateh garh. Ho flod to Aonla nnd subsequently to 
Chilkiyn, where he was besioged by tho Mahrattns. Eventually a 
peace was concluded, Ahmad Khdn alienating half his territory 
in payment of the expenses of the campaign. After tho defeat of 
the Mnlirattas at Panipat in 17G1, Ahmad Klidn recovered most 
of the territory of which ho had been deprived. lie died in 1771 
and was succeeded by his son Muzaffar Jnng, a boy 13 years 
old. About this time the Bangasli territory' became tributary 
to tho Oudh power. Shuja-ud-daula began to rcceivo 41 lakhs 
per annum, which was assigned for part payment of the contingent 
of British troops stationed at Fatchgarh. 

Muzaffar Jang died in 179G, poisoned by his oldest son, and 
was succeeded by his second son, Imdad Husain, Nasir Jnng. 
Ho was a mere puppet under tho control of his uncle, Amin-ud- 
daula. In 1S01 the tribute of 44 lakhs hitherto paid by Farukh- 
abad to Oudh had been ceded by tho Haw&b Yazir to the British, 
and Imdad resolved that his domnins should follow the tribute. 
At Bareilly on the 4th June, 1802, was signed a treaty by which 
the Nawdb ceded his country in return for a yearly allowance of 
Us. 1,08,000 to himself and his dependents. Nasir Jang, tho last 
ruling prince of his house, died in 1813, and was succeeded in his 
honors and estates by his son, Khddim Husain, who boro the 
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title of Shaakst-i-Jan^, and Was then ten rear* ©J J If© cited in 
1823, and was lucceoded by bis son, Tajammul Ha«am, » baby 
not a year old. But this Tajammul JIn«ain died ehH Uess in his 
twenty-fourth year (18tC), and was lueewded by his cousin 
Tafnrzul Ilasum. On the outbreak of the rtbcllnn TaU**ul 
Husain was enthroned on th© cuihion of hi* forefather* by the 
mutinous 10th Native Infantry, »*ationed at latrhjjarh, ant 
after tbo massacre of the 1 urejwans tbo formation of a natu© 
government was taken in hand, which lasted ! >r »e»en n inths 
hVhen tho British re-oceupied lotchgarh in Januiry, the 
fiawib fled to Bareilly , but *ooa »urrrndcrcd himself He was 
attainted for treason and departed to Mecca. Tho estates then 
reverted to tho father of tho present Nawah, Tajarntnul Hauin 
Khan

This family aro Chauhiin Bnjputs, of which tribo tho Baja is 
the recognised head. 

One account of the origin of the family is given at pngo 48 
in tho notico of the Baja of Bnjnur. According to local ‘tradi- 
tion it was Deo Brnlun, grnndfalhor of Banbirbhnn, who led tho 
first colony into those parts, and settled in a village about a mile 
to tho east of Bhongaon. Tho villago was enlarged by Burlap 
Budr. The next great Chief was Jngatmnn, who drove out tlio 
Chirars and occupied Mainpuri, assuming tho titlo of Bdja. At 
the accession of British rulo Dalcl Singlv was Bdja: ho died in 
1S29, and was succeeded by Ganga Singh, in whoso time 200 
vilhgos wero lost to the cstalo at settlement, a fixed porconlngo 
on tho assets only boing allowed. In 1849 on tho denth of 
Ganga Singh, Narpat Singh succeeded to tho headship of tho 
clan. After a brief tenuro of two years he also died. A dis- 
pute arose respecting tho right of succession, which was eventu- 
ally decided in favour of Toj Singh to tho exclusion of his uncle, 
Bhawdni Singh, who appealed to tho Privy Council from tho 
order of exclusion. Mcauwhilo tho mutiny broke out. Toj 
Singh rebelled: tho rdj was confiscated by Government and 
ultimately bestowed on Bhnwdni Singh, whoso son, Baja Bam 
Partdb Singh, is tho present incumbent. 

The lettor of North-Western Provinces Government to tho 
Government of India, No. 93A, dated 22nd October, 18G8, asking 
for tho continuance of tho titlo, contains tho following passage : — 
" Tho title and estates forfeited by the robol Baja Tej Singh 
wero bestowed upon his uncle, Bao Blmwiini Singh, in 18o8 by 
tho Governor-General in Council. The titlo had previously 
been for generations in tho family." The subjoined notification 
must therefore bo regarded rather as a recognition than as a 
new conferment, ub tho title of Bdja has long been held in this

The Rfija is the head of the Parihdr Rajputs. His ancestor, 
Mahip Singh, came from Jagni, near Mahoba, and settled in the 
district some seventy-five years ago. With the aid of money 
borrowed from Jagat Singh, Raja of Tirwa in the Farukhabad 
district, who had married tho daughter of Zalim Singh, Parihar, 
eight villages were purchased in 1813, and with them ho con- 
trived to assume tho title of Raja through tho influence of the 
Bliadawnr Rfija and by virtue of his wife’s ancestry. 

Tho Parihars are a small clan of Rajputs, numbering some 
4,000 souls, and occupy taluqa Saudans, which lies between the 
rivers Ku'iri and Cliambal, and under the name Parih&ra formed a 
portion of Sirkar Irij, or Irichh, in the time of Akbar. They have 
ever been a desperate and lawless community, and during tho 
earlier years of British rule they harboured and employed the 
most successful gangs of thugs and dakaits to he found in these 
provinces. Their great ancestor was one Bilan or Belan Deo, 
seventh in descent from whom came Nahar Deo. On the defeat 
of Anang Pal, of Delhi, early in the eleventh century, the 
surviving head of the house, Sumit Rai, fled to the wild 
region of the Panchnadi and colonised it, giving it the name 
Parihdra.

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was for a timo in the service of Jawfthir Singh, the Mnliiir:ijn of 
Bharatpur, and also gave some support to Tluikur Bahadur Singh 
of Amargarli, from whom lie recoived a grant of a village. A 
number of other villages belonging to different Rdjput clans also 
passed into liis hands, and this accession of revenue enabled him 
to enlist under his standard n troop of marauding Mewatis, with 
whose aid he established himself, according to the custom of 
the time, as an independent freobooting Chief. Finally he obtained 
a sanad from the Mahrattas, authorising him to build a fort at 
Awa. The present formidable stronghold was built by his 
successor, Hira Singh. In the Mahratta war the latter was 
able to render some service to the English, and in 1803 obtained 
from General Lake a sanad confirming him in his estate. Hira 
Singh was succeeded in 1831 by his son, Pitambor Singh, who in 
1838, it is said, was recognised ns Raja by the then Governor- 
General, Lord Auckland. Pitnmbar Singh adopted from the 
descendants of Raujit Singh, the second son of Bijai Singh, Raja 
Prithi Singh. The District Officer of the timo reported as follows 
regarding Raja Prithi Singh’s -bohaviour in the mutiny: — 

“On the breaking out of the rebellion, with Mr. Colvin’s 
advice, I made over the charge of the pargana of Jalesar to the 
Raja. He was told that the Government could give him no 
assistance; he was requested to show his loyalty by assisting the 
Government at a time of need, and maintaining Government 
authority. He well and ably repaid the confidence reposed in 
him; he raised horse and foot, attacked the insurgent villages, 
restored the whole of that part of the country to order, collected 
the revenue, and remitted it to Agra. In fact, he held the 
country till the taking of Delhi, and the arrival of our own 
troops enabled us to resume possession. On my return to the 
district he supplied me with a body of men, horse and foot, and 
two guns, with which I was enabled to move about the district. 
He also raised a large portion of deKantzow’s Horse.” 

Raja Prithi Singh died in 1876, leaving one son, Raja Chatar- 
pal Singh, a minor, in whose time the estates were taken under 
the management of the Court of Wards.

Prnjanpiil, the fifth' in descent from Jaipal, 
loft Knnnuj and established himself at Khor, whore the family 
remained for many generations in possession of 1,600 villages. 
There Jaideo, the 14th in descent from Jaipal, was attacked by 
Shams-ud-din Altmash. The siege is said to have lasted 12 years. 
Eventually Jaidoo with his people retired from the city, which was 
destroyed by Altmash, who with the materials built a new town, 
which he called Shamsabad. Karan Singh, a descendant of Jaideo 
and the 22nd from Jaipal, settled in Usaith in Budaun. His great- 
grandson, Baja Partap Rudr, assisted the Nawab of Farukhabnd 
in a contest with the Rohillas and received in return a grant of 
27 villages in the neighbourhood of Bilsarh, in pargana Azam- 
nagar, on a small annual payment. Subsequently, Ramsahai, the 
2Stli in descent from Jaipal, fixed the family residence in 
Rampur, whore it still remains. At the time of cession of the 
Nnwab’s territory to tho British, Hawal Singh, the then R.ija of 
Rampur, was in possession of the 27 villages granted to his 
ancestors. In the course of tho earlier settlement, owing to neglect 
or bad management on the part of tho Raja, or perhaps to a want 
of acquaintance with the newly-introduced revenue system, the 
Raja's proprietary rights in all tho villages in Etah, except three 
— Rampur Pahra, Sikandarpur Salbahan, and Chauki Atanpur — 
were either not asserted or ignored or .disallowed. Besides the 
abovementioned villages, tho Raja owns three others in the 
Mainpuri district : he holds Rampur Pahra at a quit -rent of 
Rs. 733, in consideration of his ancient descent and the former 
greatness of his family. 

Owing to the indebtedness of the late Rdja Ram Chandar 
Singh, the management of the estates was, at his own request, 
undertaken for some time by the Court of Wards. The net 
income of the estate is about Rs. 8,000. 

Raja Ram Chandar Singh died on 20th May, 1S83, and was 
succeeded by his widow, the present Rani. 
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Gliori in 1 lf)3 A.D. According to (lie local chronicles, Dutlnk 
Deo was (lie head of a Chauhiin colony in Ajnifr, and had two 
sons, Someshvara and Kanh lino. The former attached and con- 
quered the country of Gujrat, and was the father of Prithiriij. 
History and inscriptions made Visala Deva or Bisal Deo the father 
of Someshvara and tiio conqueror of Delhi from Atiang Pal, 
Tomar, in 1 15 L A.D. It would appear that the Tomar ruler was 
allowed to remain in possession of Delhi, ns ho gave his daughter 
in marriage to Someshvara, and the issue of their union was Prithi 
or Prithiriij, subsequently adopted as his hoir by Anting l’al. It 
is stated that Prithir.ij ascended the throne of Delin' when only 
oight years of ago, and that ho six times defeated the troops of 
Aln-ud-din Ghori. The seventh time he was himself defeated and 
carried captivo to Damascus, whero his eyes were put out. One 
day Ala-ud-din Ghori was firing arrows into a bank of earth, and a 
Bhtit, who was looking on smiled. The King asked why lie smiled. 
He said — ‘You aro praised for being able to drive arrows 
into a bank of sand ; my King can drive an arrow through seven 
plates of iron laid sido by side.’ Tho King replied: — ‘The eyes 
of Prithir.ij are now of no use, but ho has tho use of his hands 
still, and wo will see if he can do ns you say,’ and thereupon ho 
ordered tho prisoner to be brought boforo him. When Prithiriij 
appeared, soven plutc3 of iron were put up at somo distanco 
and a bow and arrows were given to tho blind old warrior. Tho 
King then directed him to fire at the iron plates, on which Pritlri- 
raj, hearing tho King’s voice, fired in that direction and transfixed 
Ala-ud-din with his arrow, but was immediately cut down with 
his Bh&t followor by tho King’s attendants. This is clearlj’ an 
invention of tho Ghauluin Bhiits or bards to covor tho disgraco 
attaching to tho overthrow of tkoir mastor’s power.

and fourth in descent came Salcit Deo, the founder of Sakit. 
Sakit Deo drove out the Dor Rajputs and took Rajaur from the 
Origin of Partapner Brahmans, where he built a fort. Balbir, 
and Mainpuri ciiauhans. fifth in descent from Gorakh Rao, went 

to Etawah,t and settled first at Etdwali and then at Partapner, 
where his descendants still reside. Jaichand went to Marahra, 
and his descendants now inhabit Khera Basundara. Sakit Deo 
was succeeded by Benipal Deo, and he by Bhupal Deo, who had 
two sons, Yahani Sahai and Udaicharan. Udaicharan went to 
Bhongaon, and his descendants became chiefs of Mainpuri. 
Yahani Sahai was succeeded by Puran Sahai, Gambhir Sahai, 
Dalip Sahai, Sundar Sahai, and Medini Sahai, who were Rajas 
of Bilram, Sakit, Malgaon, and Rajaur. In 148S A.D. Bahlol 
Lodi attacked Sakit, and afterwards, proceeding to Malgaon, 
fought a battle with the Chauhans of that place, in which he 
was wouuded, and soon afterwards died there. Niamat-ullah 
merely says that Bahlol fell sick on his way to Delhi, in the 
neighbourhood of Malawi in the Sakit territory, on account of 
the excessive heat. His successor, Sikandar Lodi, sent a force 
under Ibrahim Shah against Bilram, and a great battle was 
fought near Atrauli, in which Ibrahim was killed. Rao Khan, 
a son of Ibrahim, was then sent against the Chauhans and 
defeated them at Bilram, where Medini Sahai and some of his 
brothers were killed, while Bhupal fled to Sakit, and others of 
the family submitted to the conquerors and became Musalmans. 
From these are sprung the Thakur Nau- Muslims found in Bil- 
ram and its vicinity. They still bear the honorific appellation 
of Chaudhri, then conferred upon them, though they are often 
nicknamed Adkwariyas by their co-religionists, the Pathans and 
Mughals.

Raja Sm:n R \w Si sun, of Argnl. Born 17th August, 1830 : 
has issue, Kunwar Ratan Singh, aged about 25, and Shcornj 
Singh, Gnjadhar Singh, and Rustam Singh. Rosidonco, Nnrni- 
chn, I'atehpur. 

Tlie Raja of Argnl is head of theGnutnm Th.lkurs, who claim 
descent from the Vcdic saint, Gotama. 

Tlie following account of the family is taken from the statis- 
tical report of the Fntchpur district : — 

" The Gautnm Rajputs of tho pargnna assort that tho whole 
tract of country lying between Kanauj and Kora was formorly 
in their possession. It is related that many centuries ago, 
when tho Guhnrwar Rajputs were in power and A jay Pal was 
king of Kanauj, one Sring-rikh, n Rtljput and a descendant 
in tho sixth generation from Gautnm-rikli of Argnl in this 
pargnna, was invited to court, where ho met with much favour 
and finally obtained tho hand of tho king’s daughter in marriage, 
and along with her an extensive jiigir, comprising tho whole 
of the country from Kanauj to Kora. It is further stated, on tho 
authority of a pothtnduui in tho possession of tho family, flint 
Iwcntv-two generations sinco, Riija Knling Deo, by whom 
the family was then represented, was one day coursing in tho 
neighbourhood of Kora, when ho observed to his attendants, 
in reference to the flinty- naturo of the soil, that such a spot was 
well suited for the abode of soldiers, whoso hearts, ho remarked, 
should always partnko of tho naturo of such n soil. The Riija 
accordingly built a fort there, which ho called " Kara ” (hard). 
In this fort tho descendants of the family resided for many 
generations in tho greatest prosperity, until tho time of numnyuu,

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The family originally came from Teheran. "When tho 
Emperor llumaynn returned from Persia, lio brought bach in 
his train one Snyyid Ikr.im-ud-din Ahmad, (ho nncestor of tho 
present Nnw.ib, who, on the return of tho Persian force, romained 
in Hindustan and took service with tho Delhi Emperors. Ikrilm- 
ud-din was appointed a mnnanhilar by Akbar, and was succeeded 
ns such by his son and grandson. In tho Emperor Alnmgir’s 
time we find Ikr.im-ud-din’s great-grandson, Muhammad Tnki, 
still in office and in tho enjoyment of jiigirs in tho stibahs of 
Kashmir, Lahore, and IJnnsi Ilissar, to all of which his son, 
Shall Kuli Kluin, njipcars to Jinvo snccocdcd. Knli Khan’s son, 
Savyid Ziya-ud-din, resigned bis post at Dolhi, and with it the 
jiigirs, and retired into private lifo. Nnwilb Znin-ul-Abdin Kluin, 
son of Ziya-ud-din Khan, catnc to Oudh with the permission of 
his father, nml, through the favour of tho Nawilb Nazim Klnvajn- 
sarai Ilmis Ali Kluin, -was appointed chnhladdr or until of 
Snrkilrs Kora and Kara under the Oudh Government, and 
obtained in jiigir from Nawilb Asaf-ud-dnula the taluqa Bindaur 
in pargnna Tappa Jilr of the present Fntohpur district. His 
head-quarters were at Kora Jalu'mabnd. Zaiu-ul-Abdin appears 
to have ruled from Knra in Allahabad to Musauagar and Bhogui- 
pur in tho Cawnpore district. Ho was succeeded by his two 
older sons, Nawilb Bikar Ali Khiin and Jafar Ali Khun. Biikar 
Ali Kluin ruled from Kora to tho river Piliulu (tho boundaiy 
between the Cawnpore and Falehpur districts), a region nearly 
conterminous with the present Fatehpur district. IIo trans- 
ferred liis head-quarters from Kora Jnliiinabad to Fatehpur. 
The rest of the chakla from tho Piindu to Bhognipur was held 
by Jafar Ali Khiin. 

On tho annexation of tho “ Darminn Do Ah ” by tho British 
Government in 1801, Biikar Ali Khiin was confirmed in his 
appointment or leased tho district from tho British Government 
for nine years. After tho death of Biikar Ali Kli/in his largo 
estates were rostored to the proprietors, and tho Bindaur jiigtrs 
confiscated, hut leased to Nawftb Sayyid Muhammad Khiin, bis 
brother, the father of tho present Nnwiib.

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Singh and Pirthmi Singh, bom on tho same day. These two 
divided the property, Chatr Sdl Singh, the ancestor of the Raja 
of Daiya, taking tnluqa Daiya, and Pirthmi Singh the rest with 
tho title. The fifth in descent from Pirthmi Singh was Udit 
Singh, who is said to have defeated with great loss Chhote KMn, 
the Subalid'tr of Oudh, who came against him with a large army. 
Pirthmi Singh, the next Raja, was succeeded by Israj Singh, 
who was Riija of Manda at tho cession. Tho present Raja claims 
to he in tho twenty-second generation from Bharaj Deo. His 
estato, which was under tho managomont of tho Court of Wards, 
from 1864 to 1881, comprises 277 villages, of which 265 are 
situated in the Allahabad aud 12 in tho Mirzapur district. 

. There is no sanad forthcoming, nor is it known when the title 
was conferred. 

The estates lie in parganns Khairagarh and Bara, Allahabad, 
and in pargana Knntit, Mirzapur ; 35 villages are held rovonue- 
free, and on the remainder a revenue of Rs. 92,000 per annum is 
payable. Tho Raja is married to a daughter of tho Maharaja of 
Dumraon. 

Jaunpur. — Ra'ja Harihar Dat Dube, of Jaunpur or Badla- 
pur. Born 1856. Residence, Jaunpur. 

This family are Dube Brahmans. They came originally from 
Amauli in the Fatehpur district, where their ancestor, Sheo Dal, 
laid tho foundation of his fortune as a banker. Sheo Lai Dube, 
the first Raja, was an employe of Kalb Ali Beg, the farmer of 
Jaunpur. When Kalb Ali Beg failed in his revenue payments 
in 1788, Sheo LSI Dube was appointed his successor by Mr. 
Jonathan Duncan, the Resident at Benares, and in consequence of 
his having killed Saltanat Singh, a noted rebel or dakait, the title 
of Raja was conferred on him. The sanad is not forthcoming, 
but the 6anad conferring the taluqa of Badlapur on Sheo Lai Dube 
and his heirs in perpetuity is extant, dated 3rd November, 1797, 
and is signed by Sir John Shore, the then Governor-General. 

RSja Harihar Dat Dube is a great-grandson of Sheo Lai Dube.

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Azamgarh . — Ra’ja Muhammad Sai^mat Kha'n. Bom, 1835. 
Heir presumptive, his brother, Bdbu Muhammad Khalik KMn, 
boru February, 1849. Residence, Azamgarh. 

The family, which this titloholder in a manner represents, 
sprung from one Chandra Singh, Gautam, of Mehnagar in par- 
gana Nizamabad. Chandra Singh had two sons, Sdgar and 
Abkiman. The latter became a Muhammadan and a eunuch, and 
took the name of Daulat. He entered the Imperial service, where 
he rose to be Yazir of the household. In 1612 he was appointed 
Faujdnr of Jaunpur. His nephew, Harbans, is the first of the 
family who is known to have assumed the title of Raja. 

Bikraiuajit, grandson of Harbans, had two sons by a Muham- 
madan wife, Azam and Azmat, with whom the power of the 
family increased. Azam gavo his name to the town of Azam- 
garh, founded by him in 1665, and he built a fort there, which 
became the chief residence of the family. The title of Raja was 
apparently assumed by both brothers and not conferred by royal 
command. Azmat was killed about 1688 by the Imperial troops 
on account of his failure to pay revenue. 

After Azmat’s death his sons, Ikram and Mahabat, were left 
in possession, and from this time may be dated the confirmation 
of the title to the zamindari in the family. Mahdbnt succeeded 
Ikram, and in his time the prosperity of the Rajas of Azamgarh 
was at its greatest. He was eventually imprisoned by the Nawab 
Yazir for refusing to pay revenue, and died in confinement 
about 1731. 

Iradat, his son, also known as Akbar Shah, remained in pos- 
session till 1756, when he transferred the taluqa to his natural 
son, Jahan Khan. The latter was slain in 1761 in a quarrel with 
the Nawab Yazir’s agent. 

On Jahdn Khan’s death the Nawab Yazir transferred the 
taluqa to the Governor of Ghazipur, who held it for three years, 
but was ejected in 1764. For a time the taluqa was without 
a head, but after the defeat of the Nawab Yazir at Buxar and 
Korah, Azam Khan, cousin of Jahan Khan, managed to establish

Ilnstings in 17S1, tho old quarrel was revived. 

Fakir Sail had been succeeded by Rudr Sab, who held Sing- 
rauli when tho British took possossion of tho Bonaros provinces. 
Mr. 'Duncan mndo a settlement of pargana Singrauli with the Chief 
in 1792 ; but in consequence of this pargana having been subse- 
quently included in tho jiigir of tho Barhar Raja, granted by tho 
British Government in 1803, tho Raja of Singrauli pays Rs. 701 
per annum to tho Barhar cstnto. 

The present Raja succeeded to tho title on tho death of his 
father, TJdit Karayan Singh, in 18S6. 


R.<ja of Bijnigarh. Residence, Ramgarh. 

This family is nn offshoot of tho Barhar Chnndols ( vide 
pago 66). Raja Madhukar Sail, a son of Udnndeo, Raja of Barhar, 
was tho first R/ijn of Bijaigarh. It is said that more than ono 
hundred years have olapsed sinco tho separation of tho Bijaigarh 
raj from the original stock, and that the late Raja Ram Saran Sail 
was tho eighth in doscont from tho founder. Bijaigarh was 
reduced by Balwant Singh, the object being obtained by a bribe 
to the Kiladdr. The family recovered its estates at tho same 
time that tho elder branch was reinstated by the British at 
Barhar. The titlo has been in general use for many years. Raja 
Ram Saran Sah was succeeded by his widow, Rani Pirthi Raj 
Kunwar, who died in 1887. The raj consisted of the five 
following tappas, which in all yielded nn annual income of 
Rs. 32,000, viz., Silhat, Sidhi, Jasnnli, Argur, and Pahar. 
The late Rdni Pirthi Raj Kunwar granted a part of the property 
to Bfibu Brijendra Bahadur Singh, her son-in-law and uncle of 
tho Rdja of Kantit, by a deed of gift, and she also executed a deed 
constituting the Babu her sole heir. Since her death the estate 
has been in possession of the Raja of Kantit against whom suits 
have been filed by distant relatives of tkelate Raja Ram Saran Sah. 
Litigation is still (1889) pending, and the title is in abeyance.

The Ibija remained neutral in (ho mutiny. Ilo subsequently 
became deeply indebted, mid to save the estate from ruin it 
was placed in 1870 under tho mnnngemcut of tho Court of 
Wards. 

The Baja has been exempted from personal appearance in 
the civil courts. 

The estates lie in pargana Snlempur, of tho Gorakhpur 
district, nnd pargana Chnubnrn, in the S.irnn district of Bengal ; 
they are charged with a Government revenue of lls. 39,S25. 


BXja Iusiiax B auta'ii B.uifnrn S.utA'i, of Tnmkuhi. Born 
1818: has issue, Ivunwnr Sntrjit Park'd) Bahadur Salmi, born 
27th July, 18G1. Bcsidence, Tnmkuhi. 

Tho family are Bhuinhar BAjpuls, claiming descent, like tho 
Bajns of Majliauli (see page 70) from Mownr or Mnyur Blitit ; 
one of his wives, Uni Kunwnri, a Gnutnm Bhuinhtirin, gave birth 
to a son, Baikal or Bngmar Stihi, tho nnccstor of tho Bhuinhar 
families of Ivunwnri nnd Tnmkuhi. Bisun Sen, when ho succeeded 
to Mayur’s territory, gave to his brother, Baikal, tho north- 
eastern portion of tho nij, that portion which now forms tho 
Tnmkuhi nnd JInthwa estntes. Tiie real founder of tho family 
appears to havo been Fntoh Snhhi, Bhuinhar Baja of Hoshynrpur 
in Sarnn, who some time after tho battlo of Buxnr (1764) was 
driven from his raj by tho troops of the East India Company. 
Ilo camo and settled on an estate purchased by him provious 
to his expulsion in pargana Sidhua-Jobna, tappa Bank Jogni, 
nnd gradually oxtonded his sway in tho south-east of pargana 
Sidhua-Jobna. Ilis sons lost tho greater part of tho property 
originally acquired.

Riija Ram Singh, hilled Itujn Kesari Singh of R:\snljmr G Ivans, 
and appropriated his lands. The family continued to rnlo over 
the B.lnsi r.ij thus augmented, till Itnnjif Singh and Daljit 
Singh, sons of Toj Singh, (junrrelled and hilled each other. 
Bah.ldur, son of Ranjit Singh, and Sarabjit, son of Pal jit Singh, 
came to terms and divided the r.ij, the former remaining at B.lnsi, 
tholntter removing to Karbala. In 1777, Jngal Singh, brother of 
Bahadur, succeeded and attempted to depose Sarabjit. The result 
was that Sarabjit defeated and slew him, uniting onco vnoro the 
divided r.ij. Sarabjit, too, dying childless, vnode Sri Prnkiish 
Singh, son of the Rlja of Unwnl, Ivis heir. Sri Prnkiish was 
succeeded by his sons, Mahip.il and Mahcudra, ono after the 
other. 3fahip.il died childless. 

Mnhcndra Singh distinguished himself during the disturb- 
ances of 18o7 by his loyalty to Government ; was nmdo a Com- 
panion of the Order of the Stnr of India ; and five confiscated 
estate of the rebel Raja of Nngur was given to him ns a jfigir in 
reward for his conduct. 

Mahcndrn Singh was succeeded by Tlnikur Ram Singh in 
1SG8. 

The estates lie in parganas Bansi, Rasulpur Mnglmr, Basti, 
and Nugar, of the Basti district; and in IJcnaikpur of tho 
Gorakhpur district. They pay n total rovenuo of Its. 50,000 to 
Government 

The principal scat is Narknla on the Rapti, just opposito 
Bansi. 

The titlo of Raja was withdrawn by G. G. 0. No. 1181, datod 
23rd August, 188G, from Tlnikur Rain Singh owing to his mis- 
conduct. 
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“ Thera are still a few Ilyohans residing in the neighbour- 
hood , but nothing will induce them to enter the village of Bihla, 
onco the chief scat of their chn, and in which the remains of their 
ancestors’ fort arc still to bo seen 

' The 1 Uj 89 of Haldi were for some time lords of the BaUia 
pargana, and probably paid revenue for the whole of it to the 
Moghuls Bain ant Singh, the first Raja of Benares deprived 
them of their possession of the pargana Aft«*r the rebellion of 
Baja Chet Singh in 1781, Mr Francis Fowke, a special protcgS of 
Sir Philip Francis, and the son of Joseph Fowke, who was twice 
proceeded against in the Supremo Court by Hastings for a conspi 
racj with Nund Comar against himself, was Resident at Benares 

*' In that appointment he was conspicuous for the liberality 
of grants mado bj him in tho name of Government, which have 
more than once given much trouble to his successors, and also 
for the influence which Kashmiri Mai treasurer of the Raja of 
Benares obtained over him The Raja of naldi came to terras 
with Kashmiri Mai and conferred upon him grants of villages 
m the Ballia pargana of which ho was not himself m possession, 
except for a short term A three years’ lease of the entire par- 
gana was given to the Rfija from 1782 to 1785 After the expiry 
of this lease Mr Fowke in the name of the Governor General, 
Warren Hastings bat whether with or without his sanction is 
not known, on the 30th November, 178a gave a sanad to Rfija 
Bhuabul Deo, which, it appears conferred upon him a perpetual 
grant of Rs 16 000 per annum as maltkd ia for pargana Ballia 
that is to say, a fixed money payment conferred on a dispossessed 
owner in acknowledgment of bis proprietary right, and as com- 
pensation for the deprivation of possession 

" At the permanent settlement, five estates, having an area 
of about 16 000 acres, were settled with the Raja by Mr Duncan 
at a revenue of Rs 24,165 

* Tho annual allowance to the Rfij a was m section XVXI, clause 
4, Regulation II of 1795, called a pension After the death of 
Bhuabul Deo m 1803, the annual allowance was continued to 
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Ins son, Ishri Bakhsh, who died in 1S0G. On tho ncces- 
sion of B:\ja Bidganjim Singh, who succeeded, it was reduced ; 
and in the time of Hurrah Nath Deo, who became Raja in 1825, 
it was entirely stopped. Various unsuccessful attempts to pro- 
cure a renewal of the grant have since been made. 

“ The present R.ijn succeeded his father in 1SG1. All the 
estates of the family ivere sold by his ancestors to the Baja of 
Dumraon. A couple of villages were, conferred on his father by 
Government for pood conduct during thedisturbnncos of 1S57-5S.” 
(For the detailed pedigree see pagesXI to XVII of the appendices 
to Part I of Oldham's Memoir of the Ghiizipur District.) 

The last Raja, Sarah Nariiin Deo, who, notwithstanding tho 
decayed state of his family, possessed great local influence, 
espoused during tho mutiny the side of tho English Government 
with the utmost zeal, and was of the greatest assistance to tho 
district authorities in preserving and restoring order. Tito 
Government of tho North-AVcstem Provinces, in their lottcr 
No. 207, dated 10th July, 1359, wroto as follows : — 

" The Government is greatly indebted to tho Riija for his 
unhesitating loyalty, and for the exertion of his great influonco 
on the side of order. Policy, no less than gratitude, demands 
that his conduct should meet with special recognition.” 

Two small villages, riz., Udhopnrn and Murnr patti in 
pargann Hilda, fappa Duaba, formerly tho property of Ivunwar 
Singh, were bestowed upon the Raja, subject to the payment of 
the ordinary land-revenue, Rs. GG5. Tho prosont Raja succeeded 
his father, who died about 1SG1. 


Jala ini . — RAja Ram Sixoii, of Rnmpurn. Born, 8tli Novem- 
ber, 18GG. Residenco, RSinpura, pargann Mndhognrh. 

The R4jn is the head of tho Knchhwflhns in the district, and 
has a limited jurisdiction in his estate, which consists of 28 
villages with a rental of R.s. 30,000 a year : ho pays no rovonuo 
to Government. Tho family claims connection with tho lUjas 
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of Jaipur, and is recognised as being of Surajbansi ongin The 
clan points ns founder to Ivusa, tho son of Rdma, but this 
demotion is completely disproved, says General Cunningham 
w his Arclucologieal Report, 18G4 Go, paragraph 319, by the 
oldest inscriptions of tho race, on which tho name is spelt 
Kachchhapitghdtdr, or the Tortoise Killer Nolapura or Narwar 
appears to hnvo heen for many centuries the chief residence 
of tho clan, which had previously held Arabu Tho Kachhwaha 
“continued to reign for upwards of a century at Narwar 
until A D 1129, when tho last king of the rdj, named Tcj 
Tal or Tej Kara, lost hia sovereignty through his lovo for 
tho fair Harom, whoso beauty still affords a theme for the poetic 
bards ’ From about that date a branch of the family settled at 
Jaipur, another at Lahar From the Lahar branch comes tho 
Rdjn of Rimpura In 1619 Itnja Jaawant Singh obtained a jdgir 
of two lakhs of rupees per annum from the Delhi Court, which 
u as subsequently resumed by Scindia and there are now only 
twenty eight villages remaining from the original jdgir The 
tenure of these a illages was confirmed by the British on receiving 
tho paigana from Scindia in 1844 

The present Raja is the adopted son of the late Raja Man 
Smgb who rendered good services in the mutiny, as will be seen 
from tho following account given by the Deputy Commissioner, 
Jolnun — 

‘ At tho outbreak in 1857 the Rija looked to Scindia of 
whom until 1843 he was a feudatory Mr Fassanah tho Deputy 
Collector of Jalaun, having escaped to Cawnpore, after its 
rc occupation tho Raja opened a correspondence with him and tho 
military authorities there in September, 1857, and conveyed 
intelligence of what was passing in the Julauu district On 
account of this he was attacked by the Gwalior mutineers, made 
prisoner, and only released by them on his paying a large sum of 
money ns a ransom The Raja then went to Scindia at Gwalior, 
where his property was plundered by the mutineers and rebels 
in June, 1858, and he himself had a narrow escape Since then 
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he has returned to Rdmpura, and has given the Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Jalaun great assistance in settling and holding that 
part of the Jalaun district in his neighbourhood. 

“ As a reward for these services a hhilat of Rs. 5,000 in value 
was presented to the Raja, as also a complimentary sanad under 
the seal and signature of the Secretary to Government.” 

He and his retainers have also been exempted from the pro- 
visions of sections 13 — 16 of the Arms Act, except as regards 
cannon, &c. 

The Raja is an Honorary Magistrate, 3rd claBS, and has civil 
powers within the limits of his estate in suits the subject- 
matter of which does not exceed Rs. 100. 


RXja Rnr Sa'it, of Jagamanpur. Born 10th March, 1854: has 
issue, Janmejai Singh, aged about 15. Residence, Jagamanpur, 
pargana Madhogarh. 

This is the chief of the Sengar clan in this district. It 
•appears from a sanad, dated the 21st November, 1852, signed by 
Major W. E. Erskino, Superintendent of Jalaun, that the taluqa 
of Jagamanpur, consisting of 46 villages, said to yield a yearly 
revenue of Rs. 65,000, but in reality not yielding more than 
Rs. 32,000 was granted to Raja Bapuki in the year 1100 by 
Raja Tej Chandar of Kanauj as dower when his daughter mar- 
ried the former. In 1717 Raghundth Rao Balaji Peshwa con- 
tinued the grant to Ratan Sah, grandfather of the late Raja 
Mahbat Sah. The grant is in perpetuity to his heirs on payment 
of a yearly quit-rent of Rs. 4,764. The Raja also owns 13 entire 
zamindari villages and shares in six others, the total amount of 
revenue paid by him being Rs. 14,826 per annum. 

The Raja was educated at the Wards’ Institution at Benares : 
he is an Honorary Magistrate, 3rd class, and has civil powers up 
to Rs. 100 within the limits of his estate. He and his retainers 
are exempt from certain provisions of the Arms Act. 
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RXja D atiiat Stvau, of Kaksis Born 2nd October, 1830 
Ileir, his son, Raghim&h Singh, aged about 32 years Residence, 
Sikri, pargana Madhogarh 

This family is another branch of the Kachhwaha clan from 
Lnhar, claiming descent from Rftja Dula Rai of Norwar, who had 
two sons ( title page 78) The oldest, Kokal Deo, succeeded to the r&j 
of Jaipur, and Pangal Doo succeeded to Narwar His son, Indar 
Pal, in the year 10 J 3 camo to Iodarki and Labor, and established 
a branch of tho family there seizing that part of tho country 
from the Moo clan R&ja Indar Pul had thiee sons, tho eldest, 
Bawau Pul, seized Rampur in 1441, and Ahman Deo tho fifth 
m dosoent from Bawan Pil seized Kaksis and 108 viltagos The 
family was dispossessed of nearly the whole m tho Rondels inra 
sion in 1558 It was again plundered by the Pcshwa and Scm 
cha, and in 1841, when tho British took possession of the 
country, it only held eighteen \ lllagas »n zamindtri Tho title 
appears to have been in tho family for raanv generations 

Tho estate pays a Government revenue of Rs 10 43 8 

RXja Padp Sivoii of Hardoi Born 4th June 1813 has 
issue, Kunwar Niraud Singh Residence, Hardoi, pargana 
Jalaun 

This is a brunch of the Sengar clan It is said by tho family 
that tho titlo was conferred on Saran Deo, with the village of 
Sahao in jigir, for military services m 1095 The family 
retained possession of this till the Bundeln invasion under Ohatar 
Snl Tho Poshwn on taking Jalaun, gave a grant of twenty- 
seven villages to Gokal Singh, who, however, refused to pay 
quit rent and was ojected by Gfonnd Rao Pundit who ultimately 
gave him Hardoi and 1,500 bighas for maintenance, a small quit- 
rent being paid 

The IUja pays a Government revenue of Rs 4,073 

RIja Gorin d Singii, of Bcona Bom 20 th November, 1872 
Residence, Bcona, pargana Kuach 
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This is the only Bttndcln Chic! in (his district. The family 
state tlmt (lie title was conferred in the year 174G, by tho Mah- 
rattas, after the defeat of the Bundolns by tho combined forcos of 
(lie I’eshwa and Nawab Khan Bangash of Fnrnkhnbad. Thoy 
also obtained in jagir the estate of Dubko. 

Tho Raja is the son of the late Rfijn Pnrachnt, who died on tho 
3rd March, 1S7S. lie pays a jama of Rs. 450. 


JTumaim . — Ra’jwar Pcshkau PAt,, of Ashot. Born 1813. 
Heir, his son, Lain Gujnindnr Singh, born 20th Soptombor, 1857. 
Residence, Ashot, Ivmnnun. 

The Raj war (or Raj bar) is a Surajbansi Rajput, and traces his 
descent in 221 generations from Sri Uttapnnnapatrn, tho founder 
of tho solar dynasty. Tho family is a younger branch of that of 
the Rajas of Kntyuri, Riijbar being the name which was given to 
tho heir-apparent among tho Katyuris, who held sway over Ku- 
niaun before the Chaud Rajas deprived them of their kingdom. 

The Katyuris traced bach their origin to JoshimathinGarhwnl, 
whence thoy emigrated, probably owing to religious dissonsions. 
Abliaya Deva, 49 th in descent from Salivahnnn Dova, was tho 
first to leave tho Katyur Valley for Ashot at tho timo of tho 
decline of tho Katyuri power. lie changed his title from ' deta ’ to 
‘pola,’ becauso the former belonged to the branch ruling in Katyur. 
"When Rudra Chand took possession of Ashot, ho aUowod tho Raj- 
bar of Ashot to retain his patrimony ns zemindar. At tlio timo of 
Mr. Batten’s settlement tho Rajwnr was treated ns a zamindiir ; 
but on representing tho political importance of maintaining 
the Rajwnr’s position,^ His Honor tho Lieutonant-Governor 
was pleased (G. 0. No. 1950 A, dated 11th September, 1873) to 
sanction his retaining the whole taluqa of Ashot on tho forms on 
which he had previously held his 84 villages, i.c., tho Rtijwar 
may increase the cultivation to his own profit and make such 
arrangements as lie thinks advantageous to tho taluqa, but cannot 
interfere with the permanent tenants’ possessions recorded in 
the phdnts.

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The rale of primogeniture prevails, and it his hitherto boon 
assumed that so long as the Ittjbur provides in a suitable manner 
for his clan, he is htia»elf entitled to the fall enjoyment of all the 
profits and privileges accruing from the estates

Tttrdi — lUu IIahi RAj SiMiir, of Kdshipur Bom I8o7, 
married a daughter of Cupendra Bikram Shah of Nepal Heir, his 
sou, Kuu war Udey Raj Singh, aged 0 years Residence, Khshipur 
This family is connected with that of the Chand RAjas of 
Kumnun, being descended from PabAr Singh, the offspring of 
Baz Bahadur Singh, RAjaof Kumaun (1638 — 78), by a dancing- 
woman Under the ?«>**» caste namo of Riotela are included 
both the legitimate and illegitimate jnnior members of the Chand 
firmly In the time of B4ja Pip Chand of Karoann (1748 — 77), 
Mohan Singh, grandson of Pobf r Singh, becamo Bihsh: or head 
of the army ho eventually seized and imprisoned IMja Dtp 
Chand and on the death of the latter in prison in 1777 pro- 
claimed himself Rlja under the title of Mohan Chand He 
himself was killed in 17S8 bj Barak Deb Josht, who again was 
driven out by Lai Singh, brother of Mahan Singh, with tho aid 
of Faiz uilah KMn of Rinipur Mahendm Singh, son of 
Mohan Singh, was installed os Rija by Lai Singh, who claimed 
for him the protection of tho Nawdb of Oadh, as recognised 
owner of tho TarAi 

In 1790, however, the GurkMUs from Kathmandu invaded 
Kumaun and defeated tho forces of Mahondra Singh, who fled 
with his uncle, Lai Singh, to Kota and fixed upon Kilpun os his 
headquarters, where he endeavoured to enlist troops for an 
attack upon Kumaun Hearing this, tho GurkMU General, Amar 
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Singh Thapa, marched on Kilpuri nntl thus deprived tho 
Kumnunis of tlioir only rallying point. Mnliondrn Singli and 
liis partisans, deprived of every ncro of land that they could lay 
claim to, fled to the Oudh Subuhdftr, and representing that tho 
tract from which tho Gurkhnli had ousted thorn formed a part of 
the Tarni which of right belonged to tho Nawftb, requested his 
aid in recovering it from the Gurkliillis. A war with Nepal would 
probably have resulted, had not tho good offices of Mr. Cherry 
promoted an understanding by which tho Gurkhalis agreed to 
yield up all pretensions to the low country. At tho snmo time 
provision was made for tho retention by tho exiled family, of somo 
doubtful tenure of a portion of tho TarAi for ' their subsistence. 
Mahcndra Singh retired first to Rudrpur and thon to Ivilpnri ; but 
owing to bad management this pargana was reduced to a swamp 
and was rendered so unhealthy that on the petition of tho repre- 
sentatives of the family to the British Government, it was 
exchanged for the confirmation of possession in taluqa Chachait 
in the Pilibhit district. 

Jl.unwar Parish Singh, son of Mahcndra Singh, sued his uncle, 
Lai Singh, for a share in Chachait ; but his claim was dismissed, 
lie then petitioned the Government, who gavo him Rs. 250 per 
mensem in 1820. Partiib Singh’s claim to Bazpur was also nega- 
tived. Lai Singh had held possession as the head of the family and 
retained it, and tho grant was confirmed by tho British Govern- 
ment to Guman Singh, son of Raja Lai Singli, on 17th August, 
1828. In the Governor-General’s sanad Guman Singh is styled 
Raja ; and although there has nover been any separate formal 
recognition of the title, it has always been acknowledged. Raja 
Shiuraj Singh, C.S.I., Guman Singh’s son, was rewarded for his 
services and loyalty to tho Government during tho rebellion. Ilis 
mmifi and zamlnddri estates yioldod him an income of Rs. 80,000 
per annum. In 1866 Shiurdj Singh was allowed to exchange 
Chachait for Barhapura, tho forfeited estate of the Nnwab of 
Afzalgarh, in pargana Rehar of the Bijnor district, which com- 
prised over 57,000 acres of field and woodland, and has boen for 
ever freed of revenue. 
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Tbo settlement of the family in K&sbipur dates from 1810, 
when a plot of land was granted by the Pando zaminddrs, on 
which the present residence of the Etya was built since then the 
proprietary right in 18 or 20 villages in tho pargana has been 
acquired 

Raja Shiurdj Singh was succeeded on his death on 10th 
October, 188G, by his eon, Han E5j Singh 

Baja Han Rdj Singh is an Honorary Magistrate, 2nd class

III.— RAJAS AND NAWABS BEARING TITLES 
GIVEN BY THE BRITISH GOVERNMENT. 


Dch ra Bun . — RIja Daniiiur Sixgh. Born 17th May, 1S52. 
Residence, Dehra Diin. 

This family aro Sikh Brahmans. Rnnhhir Singh is the son 
of Raja Lai Singh, who was tho last prime minister of Maharaja 
Ranjit Singh of Lahore, and was ordered to Dohra on the annexa- 
tion of tho Panjiib. Raja Lai Singh hehavod well during tho 
mntiny of 1S57-5S. Ranbhir Singh onjoys a monthly allowance 
of Rs. 750 from the Government, and the title of Ruja was con- 
ferred upon him as a personal distinction by tho Government of 
India (Notification No. 2528, Foreign Department — Political, 
dated tho 15th September, 1875). 

The Raja owns fivo villages in Dehra Dun, paying a rovenuo 
of Rs. 746. Do is an Ilonorary Magistrato, 3rd class. 


Meerut . — NawAii Sayyid Ahmad SjiXh, of Sardhana. Born 
1st January, 1835. Residence, Sardhana. 

The family are Muswi or Mashadi Sayyids, descended from 
Ilayat Ali Musa Raza, and originally resided at Pnghman, 6 
Jeos from Kabul. On account of services rendored to Alexander 
Burnos in his Kdbul Mission and subsequently to the English 
in their retreat from Kdbul, they wero expelled from Kabul and 
settled at Sardhana. 

For services during tho mutiny the title of Nnwab was con- 
ferred on Jin Fishan Khdn, the head of the family. The Com- 
missioner of Meerut reported as follows regarding him : — 

“ Sayyid Muhammad Jtin Fishan, Khdn Sahib, who already 
enjoys a life pension of Rs. 1,000 a month for saving tho Kabul 
prisoners, took the Government side at once, and in a most decided 
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manner, on the mutiny occurring at Meerut At the Commis 
aioner’s request he immediately raised a party o! horse which has 
done good service, composed of his dependents and followers, and 
led by his relatives and himself J6n Fighan Khdn went with 
General Wilson’s force to the Ilindan, and was present in both 
actions, and thence to Delhi He remained with the head quarters 
camp before Delhi till the city was taken His men were then 
employed in keeping order in Delhi When all at Delhi was 
quiet he returned to his home at Sardhana, where, in the mean 
time, his followers left there had invariably assisted the Govern 
ment officials ” 

The original letter regarding the conferment of a title on Jan 
Ti ahaii Khdn ran as follows — 

" In addition to the rewards already bestowed on this gentle 
man, it is recommended that the title of Nawab, with a suitablo 
hlilnt be bestowed upon him The Governor General in Coun 
cil is of opinion that the eminent services of Jan Fishan Ehan 
render him deserving of this additional favour at the hands of 
Government His Excellency in Council is accordingly pleased 
to confer upon him the title of Nawab Bahddur, the usual aanad 
for which is herewith enclosed ' 

Nawdb Jin Tishan Khdn died in 1864, and his eldest 
surviving son, Muhammad All Shdh, was recognised by the 
other eons as the head of the family, and received tho title of 
Nawab 

Muhammad Ah Shdh died in 1874, leaving male issuo, but 
W3S succeeded by his eldest surviving brother, Sayyid Ah Shdb, 
to whom the pension was paid as representative of the family 
The title of Nawab was conferred on Sayyid All Shdh as a per 
sonal distinction (vide No 1422P, Foreign Department, dated 
13th June, 1876 ) 

Sayyid Ah Shdh died in 1880, and was succeeded by hi s 
brother, Sajyid Ahmad Shdh, to whom tho title was continued 
for life (Notificati^r? No 1180G , dated 6th November, 1882) 
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The family lmvo estates, paying a Government revenue of 
Rs. 30,000 por annum, in Meerut, Bulandshnhr, and Muznffnr- 
nagar. 


Naavah Ahmad-i5LI.au Kiia'x. Born IGtli December, 1827. 
Residence, Meerut. 

This family claims descent from Nnwab Dadnn Rlnin, n Gover- 
nor of the Pnnjdb. One of the most illustrious ancestors of the 
family was Nnwab Muhammad Khan, who, on account of his loyal 
services, received the title of “ Khyrandesh Kktln ” from tho Em- 
peror Alamgir, and his descendants mere known by similar titles. 
Nnwab Ahmad-ullnh Khdn served Government ns a Patrol in tho 
Customs Department for 2S years. In 1877, his appointment 
coming undor reduction, ho retired on n pension of Rs. 1G9 per 
mensem. During the mutiny ho received a ballot wound in tho 
forehead and was twice robbed of his personal property bj’ tho 
rebels : ho carried out satisfactorily tho work entrusted to him. 
lie is Yice-Presidcut of tho Meerut Municipal and District 
Boards, and is conspicuous among his fellow-citizens for tho great 
interest ho displays in all matters concerning their advancement. 
Ho is an Honorary Magistrate of tho 1st class. He was granted 
the title of Nnwab, as a personal distinction, by Notification of 
tho Government of India, Foreign Department, No. GS6L, dated 
the 26th February, 1885. 

The Nnwab owns several houses in tho Meerut City, and shares 
in a few villages paying a revenue of Rs. 621. His net annual 
income is about Rs. 8,000. 

Bulandshahv . — Nawa’h Mumtaz-tjd-Dath.a Sir Muhammad 
Faiz Alt KiiAn, KiiAn Baha'duk, K.C.S.I., of Pnhdsu. Born 
IGtli August, 1821 : has issue, Muhammad Fnynz Ali Khdn, aged 
about 34. Residence, Palrasn. 

The ancestors of this Lalkliani family wore Badgujars, who 
settled in the Bulnudshahr district about 1185. Partab Singh, 
their leader, who was invited by Prithirdj, the Chauhdn ruler of 
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Delhi to assist him against (he Channels, settled subsequently at 
Pairisu, where ho rapidly acquired great power, after marrying a 
daughter of tho Dor frija of Kol, with whom ho received a dowry 
of 150 villages Eleventh in descent from Partap Singh camo 
Lai Singh, who was a great favourite of the Emperor Ahbar, 
and received from him the name of Lai Kirin hence this branch 
of the family is known by the name Lalkhdm Salivahan, a son 
of Lai Kirin, received from Strih JaMnia 1619 proprietary rights 
in 64 villages around PahSsu, which was formed mto a pargana 
known as Salivahanpur During the reign of Aurangzeh the 
family became Mnsalnrins, and m 1774 Shah Alam granted to 
Nahar Ah Kirin the taluqa of Pitampur During the Mahratta 
occupation Nahar All Khin opposed General Perron, and his 
estates were confiscated and conferred upon his nephew, Dundi 
Khun Both of these men opposed the British in 1803, and their 
estates were confiscated Dundi Kirin was, however, pardoned, and 
his son, Banmast Kirin, was confirmed m bis possessions Ban- 
mast, however, ogam rebelled and his estates were conferred upon 
Mardan All Kirin, a nephew of Nahar Ah Kirin, who had sided 
with the British Nahar All Kirin had previously conferred 
upon Mardan All Kirin the village of Chitan 

Mardan Ah Kirin extended his property by judicious pur- 
chases, and ou his death left to his five sons about 124 villages in 
Bulandshahr and 60 in Muttra and Aligarh The widow of one 
son took the majority of the villages in the Muttra district, and 
the remaining four sons founded tho Danpur, Dharmpur, Falrisu, 
and Chhatari estates The Pahisa estate was founded by 
Murad Ah Kirin, son of Mardan All Khln, who was admitted 
m 1851 to the proprietary settlement of PahSsu 

He was succeeded by his four sons, who partitioned tho estate 
Of these one is Sir Faiz All Khln 

During the mutiny Sir Faiz All Khan behaved with conspi- 
cuous loyalty The Magistrate's report is as follows — 

"At the commencement of tho outbreak IndaTjit, Thikur, of 
Khera, raised tho standard of revolt and collected a great number 
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of malcontents about liim. Murad Ali attacked and capturod 
him and sent him in to Aligarh, whoro ho was to havo heon 
hanged ; hut tho evening on which his oxocution was to havo takon 
place tho troops at that station mutinied, tho authorities had to 
flee, and Indarjit escaped, but died shortly aftor of fovor, to which 
disease Murad Ali himself has sinco fallen victim ; ho has loft 
some sons, tho oldest of whom, Foiz Ali Khan, is tho Pay- 
master and Commnndor-in-Cliicf of tho Jaipur forces. This man 
has behaved very well, and succeeded in rescuing tho families of 
European Government officials belonging to tho Customs Depart- 
ment in Gurgaon. Ho also rendored himself very usoful to 
Messrs. Harvey and Money of tho Civil Service, when they woro 
in great straits from tho mutiny of tho Bliaratpur troops, with 
whom they wero deputed. On tho death of his father ho camo 
to his homo on leave, and brought with him a number of troops, 
whom ho at once placed at tho Magistrate's disposal, and who 
havo been found most useful in gunrding tho ghdts. Ho has 
also supplied men to assist in guarding tho jail.” 

Sir Faiz Ali was rowarded for his services in tho mutiny 
with villages assessed at Its. 4,000 por nnnum, of which ono-fourth 
of the rovonuo was remitted for life. Ho nlso received a klrilat 
of Us. 1,000, and tho personal title of Kbdn Bahddur (Notifica- 
tion No. 5650, dated 10th September, 1859). 

The titles of Nawdb Mumtaz-ud-daula wero conferred by 
Notification No. 1619, dated 9th September, 1870, upon Faiz 
Ali Khan as a personal distinction. By sanad dated 12th Janu- 
ary, 1881, these titles were mado hereditary. 

Tho Nawab was created in 1876 a Knight Commander of 
tho Order of tho Star of India. Ho has been omployod as 
minister to His Highness tho Mahnrdja of Jaipur, and also as 
Superintendent of tho Kota State. Ho is a Fellow of the 
Allahabad University, and has been exempted from personal 
appearance in civil courts. 

The estates, paying a Government revenue of Rs. 47,994, lie 
in Mainpuri, Aligarh, and Muttra. The Nawdb also possesses

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revenue free lands in Bulandshahr and a j&gfr in Jaipur yielding 
Rs 17,000 Pahaso, formerly assessed at Its 4 100, was redeem 
ed by the NawAb on payment of Its 1,40 000

The Nawdb belongs to the same family as NawAb Sir Muham- 
mad Paiz All Khan, of Pahisu (Vide pages 87 — 90 ) 

He is the son of Mardan All Khfin, and received a large 
estate from hi s father, to which Malagarh, with a khiM of 
Rs 1,000, was added for services during the mutiny many 
villages also were purchased, making over 42 villages in Bnland- 
shahr alone In the Aligarh district as well the family possess 
largo estates in parganas Koil, Mnrthal, Khair, and H&thras 
A total revenue of Rs 92,078 is paid 

The title of Nawab was conferred on Muhammad All Khin 
as a personal distinction for life at tho Assemblage held at Delhi 
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on (lie 1st January, 1S77, in honor of the assumption of (ho 
Imperial title by Her Majesty (Notification No. 21D.C.P., 
dated the 1st January, 1S77). lie had already received (ho title 
of Khan Bahadur ns a personal distinction for loyalty and good 
services during the rebellion (Notification No. 5050, dated lfith 
September, 1S*>9.) 


Agra . — Baja Liciimis Sjnuji. Born 19th October, 1S2G. 
Residence, Bulnndshahr. 

Tlic family are Rajputs of the Jadon tribe. The Il/ija’s fore- 
fathers were residents of the town of Knremnn in llajputana. 
About 100 years ago, when the Rno of Mncheri (Alwar) and tho 
Raja of Bharatpur were at war. Karemna became tho bone of con- 
tention. La eh man Singh's great-grandfather, Knlyan Singh, cast 
in his lot with Bhnrntpur. The Rao in a night raid burnt tho 
town and massacred the inhabitants. Tho Bhnrntpur Chief, how- 
ever, gave the refugees protection. Tho Raja's grandfather’s 
eldest brother was a few years afterwards appointed Fotchtldr 
of pargnna Ruphas by the Riija of Bhnrntpur. The former Fotth- 
ddr poisoned him, and the Raja's grandfather, then a minor, loft 
Bharatpur and took service in Sciwlin’s army. He died at Aligarh 
a few months before the assault of Unit fort by the British. Ilis 
sons took up their residence at Agra, where they purchased pro- 
prietary shares in three villages close to tho city. 

The present Raja entered the service of Government ns Trans- 
lator in the North-Western Provinces Secretariat Offico in 18 f 7. 
Por his services in the cause of education and during tho mufiity 
he was promoted to a Deputy Collcctorship. A khilat of 
Rs. 2,000 was also conferred on him, besides tho proprietary tillo 
to a patch of niufifi lund in tho village of Ghntwasin in tho Agra 
district. Tho Raja has devoted his leisure to tho translation of 
various official works, and to tho compilation of tho Statistical 
Memoir of the Bulandslinlir district. Ho owns fivo villages and 
shares in 16 others, paying a rovenue of Rs. 7,729. 
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The title of R&ja was conferred on Lachman Singh as a per- 
sonal distinction for bfo at the Assemblage held at Delhi on the 
1st January, 1677, in honour of the assumption of the Imperial 
title by Her Majesty (Notification No UD CP, dated the 1st 
January, 1877) 


Aligarh — Raja Har NarAyan Singh, of Hathras Rom 7th 
December, 1864 Residence, Bnndaban, Muttra 

The following account of the family is based on a note by 
Mr F S Growso — 

About the year 1600 a Jilt, by name Makhan, came from Rnf. 
pntiaa and settled in the neighbourhood of Mursan His great- 
grandson, Thakur Nand Ram, died in 1696, leaving 14 sous, of 
whom it is necessary to mention two only, riz , ZuILaran Singh 
and Jai Singh The great grandson of the former was Raja 
Bhagwant Singh, who held the fort of Mursan when the district 
came under British rule in 1803, and was succeeded by bis 
son. Raja Tikam Singh, 0 S I The great grandson of the 
latter, vis , of Jai Singh, was Thakur Daya Ram, who estab- 
lished himself as an independent chief in his stronghold of Huth- 
raa Daya Rim and Bhagwant Singh had from tho beginning 
shown a refractory spirit in the payment of Government revenue 
The climax of Daya Rim’s recusancy was hi3 refusal to surrender 
four men charged with murder A force was despatched under 
Major General Marshall against Daya Rim and his ally, Bhag- 
want Singh The fort of Hathras, said to bo one of the strongest 
in the country, was invested on tho 2lst February, 1817, and ou 
the 1st March following fire was opened on the fort from forty- 
five mortars and three breaching batteries of heavy guns At 
the close of the day a magazine in the fort exploded and caused 
such damage that Daya Rim abandoned tho place m tho ntght, 
end it was forthwith dismantled, as well as the neighbour- 
ing fort of Mursin Daya Rim’s property was confiscated, but 
he was allowed a pension of Rs 1,000 a month for his persona! 
maintenance 
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On his dentil in 1811 ho was succeeded by his son, Thfikur 
Gohiud Singh, who, nt the tinio of tho mutiny in 1837, held only 
n portion of one village, Shdhgarli, nnd tlmt merely in morfgago. 
He identified himself in every way thoroughly with tho causo 
of the British Government, and by his family influence nnd his 
own energetic notion was able to render such exceedingly valuablo 
t-ervicc that on the suppression of tho disturbances ho not only 
received the sum of Its. 30,000 in cash ns compensation for losses, 
sustained nt tho hands of tho rebel leader, Nnsim-iillnh nt Koil, 
nnd by tho plunder of his dwelling-houso with nil his ancestral 
heirlooms nt Brinduban, but ho was further rewarded by tho 
grant of a landed estate nnd tho title of Raja, tho snnatl, signed 
by Lord Canning, being dntod tho 23th of .Tunc, 1858. ITo mar- 
ried Rani Sahib Kunwnr, a daughter of Clmudhri Clinran Singh, 
nnd sister of Clmudhri Bn tan Singh, mnternal uncle of Mnhanijn 
Jaswnnt Singh of Bhnratpur. At tho time of her husband's 
decenso in 1801 sho had by him an infant son, who, however, 
died very soon after tho father. As this event lmd been antici- 
pated, the Itajn had authorised the Rani to adopt a son, nnd sho 
elected for thcpurpo c c liar Nnniyan Singh (tho present Raja), tho 
son of Thakur Rup Singh of Jntoi, nnd a descendant, liko tho 
Itaja, of Thakur Hand Ram’s son, Jai Singh. Tho adoption was 
opposed by Kesri Singh, tho son of Nek Ram, who was tho 
illegitimate offsping of Thakur Daya Ram. But tho claim that 
ho advanced on behalf of his own sous, Slier Singh nnd Bnlwant 
Singh, was rejected by tho Judge of Agra in his order, dated 
November, 1872, nnd his view of the case was afterwards upheld 
by the High Court on appeal. At tho Assemblage held at Dollii 
on tho 1st January, 1877, in honor of tho assumption of tho 
Imperial title b} r Her Majesty, Raja Gobind Singh’s title was 
formally continued to nnr Nardynn Singh as a porsonal distinc- 
tion for life (Notification No. 11D.C.P., dated the 1st January, 
1877). 

The estates consist — 1 si, of tho zam'uiddri of tho township of 
Koil and some shops nnd gardens at Hiithras, in tho Aligarh 
district, valued at Rs, 30,000 ; 2mlbj, of eight confiscated Qujar 
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villages m the ChhfUa and Kosi parganas of the Muttra district, 
now assessed at over Es 10,000 , and 3 rdly, five villages in the 
Bahadshahr district, assessed at Its 7,000 Eija Bar Narsyan 
Singh is an Honorary Magistrate, 3rd class.

1843. Residence, Bilriim, Etali. 

Tliis family arc Kayasths. During tlie mutiny Riijn Dilsukh 
Rao did good sorvico to Government, in acknowledgment of which 
confiscated villages, assessed at Rs. 15,000 revenue, ivoro bestowed 
upon him, and ho also received tho titlo of Raja Bahadur and n 
MUat of Rs. 5,000. Tho mnatl bestowing the title is dated 20th 
May, 1S59. Under the orders of the Government of India, 
Foreign Department, Notification No. 10SG.P., dated 4th Slay, 
1SS0, tho title of Raja Bahadur enjoyed by the deceased has been 
continued to his son, Shankar Singh. 

The family now possesses 31 villages in parganas Etah Sakit, 
Marehrn, Bilriim, Azamnngnr, and Nidhpur. These estates pay 
a Government, revenue of Rs. 27,294. 

The Raja is an Honorary Magistrate, 2nd class, and has boon 
exempted from personal appearance in civil courts. 


Bijnor . — Ra’ja Siiiam Singii, of Tiijpur. Born lStli June, 
1857. Residence, Tiijpur. 

This family aro Taga Brahmans, a tribe found exclusively in 
SaMranpur, Muzaffarnagar, Bijnor, Meerut, and Moradnbad, tho 
cluster of adjoining districts forming tho oxtremo north-west of 
tho North-Western Provinces. Tho first known ancestor of tho 
family was Balnim Singh, who acquired the estate of Azimpur, 
in pargana Baslita, and settled upon it. Ho and his son, Ram 
Kishan, added to tho property, and tho latter bought tho estate 
of Tiijpur, where he fixed his residence. His son, Kidha Singh, 
further extended tho family estates, and having rondorod valu- 
able services to tho British Government on tho first occupation 
of tho provinco, received tho estate of Gopalpur in recognition 
of his services. The next successor, Jiraj Singh, died young, 
and was succeeded by his son, Partiib Singh. During tho 
mutiny Partiib Singh's conduct was eminently loyal. Tho Col- 
ector of Bijnor reports as follows : — 
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“Alter the news of the Meerut outbreak, Partab Singh 
paid into the treasury Rs 16 500 of revenue on account of the 
May instalment On my calling for men and sawdrs he sent 
me well accoutred and efficient men, who behaved extremely 
well After oar departure he stoutly refused to pay revenue 
to the rebel Nawdb of Najfbabad, requiring him to produce 
his authority for collecting it , and when the Chaudhns of 
Sherkot had been dispossessed by the rebels he and the other 
principal Hindus attacked and turned them out 

"After Mnhammad Khfin had been driven out of Bunor, 
Partfib Singh raised a number of men for the protection of that 
place and the restoration of British authority When funds 
■were urgently required at Kami Tal m August, Chaudhn Partdb 
Singh collected Rs 5 000, of which he subscribed Rs 1,500 
himself, and despatched this sum to the Commissioner, his own 
retainers conveying it " 

In various other ways Partdb Singh showed his loyalty and 
zeal In reward he was invested with the title of IWja, and the 
Governor General granted him the estate of Tjjpnr revenue-free 
for his own life, and on half revenue for the next life, together 
With confiscated villages assessed at Rs 2,500, and a Uniat of 
Rs 10,000 ParWb Singh died in 1873, and the title of RSja 
Bahadur was conferred upon his eldest son Kunwar Jagat Singh, 
os a personal distinction, by Notification No 2i)13P , dated the 
23rd December, 1873 

Raja Jagat Singh died on the 11th June, 1S5J5 The title of 
Raja was conferred on the 7th December, 1888 (Notification 
No 47701 ), as a personal distinction, on his brother, Shiam Singh, 
who has been most energetic in the promotion of agricultural 
improvements. 

The estates, of which the present R£ja owns onc-thtrd, pay a 
Government revenue of Rs 82,759, and lie in parganas Dh&m 
pur, Seoh&ra, Nihtaur, Chfmdpur, Burpur, Rashta, Nagma, Bar- 
hapura, Alzalgarh, Darunagar, and Akbarabad 

The Rajd is an Honorary Magistrate, 2nd class 
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Moradabad. — Ra’ja Jai Kishan Da's, B.uiAdur, O.S.I. Bom 
24th November, 1832. Residence, Moradabad. 

This family are Chaubc Brahmans. RAja Jai Kish an DAs is 
the brother of Chaubo Ghansham DAs, -who, after having served 
Government as a Tahsildar in Huthras and Koil, retired before 
1857, having beeomo paralytic and blind. On the outbreak of 
the mutiny, GhanshAm DAs, dospite his infirmities, oxerted him- 
self and incited his people to assist tho Government and rendered 
valuable aid. He was surprised and slain by the rebels at KAs- 
ganj, where he had stationed himself for the purpose of watching 
the ghAts of the Ganges. His two brothers, Jai Kishan DAs and 
Mohan Lai, had loyally supported him, and wore both rewarded. 
The former obtained his present title, a khilat of Rs. 5,000, and 
lands assessed at Rs. 10,000, with partial remissions of revenue 
for his own life and that of his immediate successor. Tho family 
is said to have come from Muttra in the reign of Ala-ud-din 
Ghori. Their ancestors killed the KAzi of that place and fled 
into what is now called tho Etah district, where a branch of 
them is believed to be settled still. Raja Jai Kishan DAs is at 
present Deputy Collector at Bareilly. He is a Fellow of the 
Allahabad University. 

The title of Raja was conferred, as a personal distinction, on 
Jai Kishan DAs for services rendered during tho rebellion. (Noti- 
fication No. 150, dated 18th January, 1860.) 


Raja Kishan Kumar, of Sahaspur. Born 25th December, 
1848. Heir, his son, Kunwar Raj Kumar, aged 13 years. 
Residence, Sahaspur. 

The founder of this Khattri family is said to have come from 
the Panjab and settled in Moradabad in the reign of the Emperor 
Muhammad Shah, by whom the title of Rai was conferred on 
him. On the cession of Rohilkhand, Rai Atma Ram, great- 
grandfather of Raja Kishan Kumar, was ch aid ad dr of Bijnor: 
and subsequently he entered the service of the British Govern- 
ment. 
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Rai Pardaman Kishan, father of IHja Kishan Kumar, behaved 
loyally during the disturbances of 1857 58, assisting the English 
officers who had taken, refuge at Naim Tal by sending them 
money and information In consideration of these services 
he was rewarded by a grant of estates paying Its 4,000 land 
revenue 

Ibija Kishan Kumar is an Honorary Magistrate, 2nd class He 
received a medal at the Imperial Assemblage at Delhi, and a 
Ihtlat at the Darfur held at Agra by the Lieutenant Governor 
and Chief Commissioner on the 10th February, 1879 The title 
of Raja was granted as a personal distinction, by Notification 
No 160Q- P , dated 24th May, 1882 

R&ja Kishan Kumar owns in whole and part 181 villages 
m the Bijnor, Moradabad, Budaun and TarSi districts, assessed 
to a revenue of Rs 55 000 "With the exception of shares in 19 
villages which have been acquired by purchase, all the property 
is hereditary 


Bareilly — R^ja Shama Ohara* Misr Bom 14th June, 1861 
Heir, his cousin Misr Harcharan Lai bom 29th October, 1867 
Besidence, Bareilly 

This family arc Kanaujiya BrShmans The titlo of B&ja and 
an estate paying a Government revenue of Bs 15 000 wero granted 
to the present R4ja’s grandfather, Misr BaijnSth, an influential 
and wealthy banker of Bareilly, for services rendered to the State 
during the mutiny of 1857 Misr Baijaith died in 1807 at 
Bareilly, and m reporting this event to the Government, the 
Commissioner of the Division wrote as follows — 

“Rfya Misr Baijmih was a loyal and faithful subject of tho 
British Government, and his name is widely known throughout 
the North Western Provinces in connection with his noble conduct 
during the disturbances of 18a7 58, when he exposed himself to 
much Buffering and hardship by his determined opposition to tho 
rebel authorities, his steadfast faith in tho ultimate restoration of 
the British power, and his persistent efforts to send relief and 
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assistance to nil of our countrymen who wore in (lunger during 
that period.” 

The eanad ran ns follows: — 

" San ml granted lit/ Ilia Frcelleney the Viceroy and Gorcnior- 
Gcncral, conferring (he title of lidja and certain tntidji tillages 
on ditto j ! fisr Baijndth, Sahuhdr of Bareilly, — dated Fort 
William, the 1 9th April, 1SG1. 

“Whereas in consideration of the pecuniary (ltd rendered by 
you to Mr. Edwards and others, the protection afforded by you to 
European ladies nnd children at the risk of your life, and other 
eminent services performed by you during tho disturbances, the 
title of lino was granted to you by the British Government. 
Now, as a mark of further approbation, the title of Ihijn, together 
with a jagir of twenty-one villages (specified in n separate paper), 
yielding an annual incomo of Rs. 15,037, is bestowed on you in 
substitution of the lands already granted for your loyal conduct 
in the mutiny by letter from the Secretary to Government, North- 
Western Provinces, to the Commissioner of the Rohilkhand 
Division, No. 11*19, dated 8tlv December, 1S58. This grant is 
conferred in perpetuity for the support of the dignity of tho per- 
son who may hold the position of head in your family nnd tho 
title of Baja. Tho present sanad is issued with the condition 
that the right of inheritance of the estate nnd of succession to 
tho title is limited to your male lineal descendants ; that no 
alienation is made of any part of the grant ; nnd that tho incomo 
from the estate is not diverted from tho real purposo, n=., tho 
maintenance of the dignity of tho title of Baja. Tho jagir will 
be continued to your heirs for so long as they benr a good 
character nud behave well.” 

On the death of Biija Misr Bnijnath, the continuance of tho 
title to his grandson, Knlka Pnrshnd, was sanctioned in lottor 
No. 1259 from Government of India, Foreign Department, dated 
19th December, 1867, and on the death of Rtija Knlka Par- 
shad, his son, Shama Charan Misr, the present Baja, succeeded 
under G. 0. No, - i — -, dated 20tli August, 1884. 
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The estates pacing a Government revenae of Rs 3 575, lie 
in pargftnas Karor, Bisalpur, Nawdbganj, Aonla, and Bahen 

Allahabad — RAja Banspat Singh, of Barah Bom 1834 
Residence, Barah 

This family are Baghel Rdjputs, and claim to be descended 
from Bagheshdeo of Gujrat Thp Eewah Raja and Barah Rdja 
aro of tho Bamo family Banspat bingh. succeeded his father, 
Chhatrpat Singh, in 1854 The title was granted, as a per 
sonal distinction, for services rendered by Banspat Smgb during 
the mutiny (Foreign Department No 4867, dated 30th Novem 
ber, 1858) The Rdja supported the police, escorted the revenue 
collections and proceeded in December, 1857, with 1,000 men 
to rid pargana Khairagarh of a formidable band of rebels who 
had gathered there 

The estates lie in parganas Barah and Arail district Allah* 
nbnd, and pay a Government revenue of Rs 73,000 


Benares — RAja Shambiiu NakAvan Siigh, of Sayyidpur 
Bhitan Bom 1839 Residence, Benares 

This family are Bhuinhdr Brahmans clan Gautara, of the 
sim b family as the MahAraja of Benares Their ancestor, Harden 
Sahai, was Taldqddr of Auradpur m the year 1704 Ills son, 
Daya Rdm, succeeded to the property and acquired other 
landed property In 1736, when Balwant Singh succeeded to the 
Benares rdj, Babu AusAa Singh, son of Babu Daya Rdm, was 
appointed bis principal officer In 1767 Chet Singh became RAja, 
and shortly afterwards Bibu Ausun Smgb, having mortally 
offended the RAja by declining to eat with him on account of his 
illegitimacy, was obliged to flee for his life and seek protection 
from the Government At the recommendation of Lord Hastings, 
Bdhu Ausun Singh received from Raja Chet Singh pargana 
Sayyidpur Bbitari as a mnAfi, and the family is thenceforward 
known as rais (noble) of Sayyidpur Bhitan In tho battle of 
1781, between the Government and RAja Chet Singh, Bdbu Ausun 
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Singh sided with tlio former, and after the escape of tlic RAja 
ho was entrusted with the management of the Benares estates on 
the part of tlio Government. Biibu Austin Singh died in 1800, 
and his eldest son, Biibu Sheo Nnriiynn Singh, reccivod from tho 
Governor-General a hhi/at of investituro. In the disturbances 
of 1811 Biibu Sheo Nariiyan Singh rendered good servico and 
received another hhilnt. In 1828 tho jugir of Sayyidpur Bhitari 
was resumed under Regulation II of 1819. In 1830 Biibu 
Sheo Nariiyan Singh died, and his eldest son, Biibu liar Nhriiynn 
Singh, succeeded to the property. Under Government orders, 
dated 29th Juno, 1S30, 14th February, 1831, and 19th October, 
1837, onc-fourtli of tho net collections of pargann Sayyidpur 
Bhitari was assigned as a pension in lieu of the jiigir. Tho total 
amount of the annual pension secured to tho ex-jiigirddr by this 
arrangement was Rs. 30,322. The settlement was declared 
perpetual by order of the Governor-General in 1839. 

Biibu liar Nariiyan Singh died in May, 1846, and his oldest son, 
Deo Nariiyan Singh, received tho hit Hat of investituro on the 11th 
of August, 1840. lie obtained a hhilnt nnd tho titlo of Rno 
Bahadur for services rendered in the disturbances of 1853. In 
tho mutiny ho rendered good service by succouring the mission- 
ary' fugitives nnd placing all his resources at tho disposal of tho 
authorities. He was rewarded with tho title of Raja, a hhilnt of 
Rs. 10,000, and a further perpetual and heritable grant of Rs. 25,000 
per annum from the revenues of Sayyidpur Bhitari. In the 
Darbar held at Agra in 1806 Raja Deo Naniyan Singh was 
honored with the dignity of a Knight Commander of tho Order- 
of the Star of India. He died on tho 28th of August, 1870, and 
his son, Shambhu Nariiyan Singh, received from Government on 
the 13th of January, 1871, a hhilnt nnd the title of Rnja as a 
personal distinction in recognition of the high character and 
eminent services of his father (Notification No. 79P., dated 13th 
January, 1871). The Raja possesses estates in the Benares, 
Ghazipur, and Jaunpur districts, upon which he pays a revenue 
of Rs. 37,000 to Government. He has been exempted from 
personal appearance in civil courts.

The Raja, Oswal Baisya by caste, is descended from the same 
family as Jagat Seth of Murshidabad The Raja’s grandfather, 
Dal Chand, on his two cousins being killed by the Nawab of 
Murshidabad, fled to Benares under the protection of the British 
Government Dal Chand s son was Uttam Chand, and his 
grandson is RAja Siva Prasdd. The Raja possesses nine villages, 
paj mg a revenue of Rs 4,005, in pargana Dehat Amanat of 
the Benares district, and some waste land in the Gorakhpur 
district He was for many years an Inspector of Schools, and 
is a distinguished author He is a Fellow of the Allahabad 
"University 

In 1874 he received the title of Rdja 

“No 71QP, Foreign Department (Political), — dated Fort 
WtlUam, the 20fh March, 1874 — In recognition of the services 
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rendered to Government by Biibn Siva Prasdda, C.S.I., 
Inspector of Schools in tbo Bonaros Circle, North- Western 
Provinces, tbo Viceroy and Governor-General in Council is 
pleased to confer upon him tbo titlo of ' Raja ’ as a personal 
distinction. " 

The Raja was for some timo a mombor of tbo Legislative 
Council of India. 

The titlo was declared liorcditnry b} r Foroign Department 
Notification No. S14I., dated lGtli February, 18S7. 


JJidnsi . — Ra'ja AtmarIm B Ada, BaiiXour, of Gursarai. 
Born 1831. Residence, Gursarai, pargana Garotba. 

Tbo Raja is a Dakbani Pandit (Maharastra Briibman), wboso 
familj' settled in Gursarai under tbo Pesbwa. Kosho Rao Din- 
kar, father of tbo present Raja, was tbo second son of Dinkar Rao 
Ana, who was sent from Puna, after the death of Gobind Rao 
Bundela (Subabdilr of Jalaun), to manago tbo Jalaun district 
and other territories belonging to tbo Pesbwa in Bundolkkand, 
and to whom tbo Gursarai estate was given in jngir. On tbo 
demise of Gobind Rao, the adopted son of Lachmi Bai, tbo widow 
of Bala Rao, without heirs, in 1841, Raja Kosbo Rao Dinkar 
claimed to bo allowed to succeed to the Jalaun estate ; but bis 
claims were not admitted. He, however, held the Gursarai estate, 
consisting of sixty-three villages, at a quit-rent of Rs. 22,500 a 
year. The following account, given by the Commissioner of 
Jhansi, shows the services which the late Raja rendered to Govern- 
ment during the mutiny : — 

" In June, 1857, a few days after the outbreak at Jkdnsi, the 
Jalaun district also became somewhat unsettled. On' tbo 10th, 
two sons of the Gursarai Chief, who had offered the Deputy Com- 
missioner, Captain Brown, aid, arrived at Jalaun with several 
hundred men and somo guns, and on the same day Captain 
Brown also proceeded to that place, and having met the sons 
and assured himself of their good intentions, addressed a letter 
to the Gursarai Chief, Kesho Rao, requesting him to afford every 
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assistance m preserving order m the district On the 11th or 
12th Juno, Captain Brown abandoned the district and proceeded 
to Agra The control over the district remained with the Gur 
aarai Chief, in which, on the 6th July, 1857, he was confirmed 
by the Commissioner of Jabbalpur, subject to the approval of 
Government 

" The Chief earned on the administration of the district 
with the exception of Kachhwagarh and pargana Duboh up to 
the end ol October, 1857 whea he was expelJed by the Gwalior 
mutineers, and the Tai Bai a eon was placed by them on the gnddt 

1 During the time the Chief held the Jalaun district, 
he employed under him his five sons, giving the eldest, 
Sheordm Tantia, the Kdlpi pargana, and the rest other tracts 
to look after 

"On the arrival of the Gwalior mutineers at Jalaun in 
October, 1857, they seized the Chief and his four younger sons 
(Sheoram Tantia was absent at Kalpi), plundered them of every 
thing they had and actually hung up the old man and his sons 
with ropes to beams and severely flogged all of them , after this 
they earned them prisoners to Kdlpi where they kept them for a 
couple of months and then released them keeping however, tho 
youngest son os a hostage On being released, the Chief and his 
sons retired to Gursarai 

“ On the arrival of Sir Hugh Rose a force before JMnsi, Rao 
Kesho Rao at once entered into communication with us After 
the fall of Jhdnsi a small column under Colonel Orr was detached 
against the rebels between the Dhasan and Botwa To this forco 
the Gursarai Chief joined a body of men with two guns under his 
sons, Sitaram Nana and Jairam Dida, they wero of groat 
assistance to Colonel Orr in procuring supplies and intelligence, 
and accompanied him in May, 18a 8, at the battle of Kunch On 
the advance of Sir Hugh Rose against Kdlpi Jairdm Dada held 
Hunch for us with 500 Gursarai men and two guns , tho other 
sons, Atmaram Bdba, Sitardm Nana, and Balkishn Bhau by 
their father’s orders, accompanied oar lone to Kftlpi, and exerted 
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themselves in procuring supplies for numerous followers of tlio 
camp. After tho full of Iuilpi, Atmaram Balm with 100 Gur- 
sarai men mwl one gun garrisoned .Tulnun; ho afterwards nccom- 
pnnietl Sir Hugh Rose’s force to Gwalior, and received from that 
officer a complimentary certificate. Another son accompanied 
mo with Colonel Orr’s force against tho rebels, and also rendered 
assistance. 

“ On account of the coup tl’i/at at Gwalior, tho wliolo of tho 
Jluinsi Division fell into great disorder in .Tune, 185S, and con- 
tinued so till about October. During this timo tho Gursnrai 
Chief was of great servico to us. Tho military at Kiilpi would 
not move out from that place, but the Gursarai Chief's moil hold 
for us Jnlnuu and Kunch until driven out by very superior num- 
bers, suffering much loss. 

" Between tho Dliasan and Betwa in tho Jluinsi district and to 
the cast of the Dliasan in Ilamirpur the wliolo country was up, 
and tho Gursarai Chief alono held out in his fort at Gursnrai; at 
one timo he was in considerable danger, and was ultimately 
relieved by the advance of Colonel Liddell’s force across tho 
Betwa in August, 1S58. During the timo I was with Colonel 
Liddell’s force in that part of the country tho Chief had always, 
acting in concert with us, a body of cavalry nnd infantry and 
guns undor one of his sons, Alumnim, Jairam Diida, or Sitnriim 
Kalin, and up to tho present time, whenovor Bnrjor Singh nnd 
Ivshatra Singh, or other rebels threaten that part of tho country, 
tho Chief has invariably n party out after them under one or 
other of his sons, and co-operating with the military police. 
While I now write ho has a party out after Bnrjor Singh. 

“ The names of the Chief’s sons who have behaved well arc Jai- 
ram Diida, Atmnriim Baba, Sit a ram Niiiin, and Balkishn Bbnu.” 

The titlo of Rdja Baliildur was conferred on Kcsho Rno for 
sendees rendered in the mutiny (Government of India’s Ko. 524, 
dated 3rd Dcccmbor, 1859), together with a Irftilat of Rs. 3,000, 
arrears of revenue to the amount of Rs. 33, <50 boing at tho samo 
timo remitted. 
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Rija Kesha Kao died on the 25th October, 1880, and was suc- 
ceeded as head of the family by his third son, Atmsrdm, the quit- 
rent oi the estate being raised at tho same time to Rs 25,000 
The late Elja was an Honorary Magistrate with civil and 
revenue powers, and had a limited jurisdiction in his own estates 
The powers have been withdrawn fiom the present Eija 

The title was continued to the present holderforhfe by Foreign 
Department letter Ho 5931 , dated 2nd September, 1882

The family are Bundela ThaLurs, being descended from a 
common ancestor with the Mah£r5ja of Orchha’s family, and the 
jSgir was originally granted to an ancestor of the present Chief 
os a maintenance Raja SarAir Singh is the nephew of Scnapat 
Singh, who rendered good services in the mutiny The Deputy 
Commissioner of Jhinsi reported oi Senapat Singh as fol- 
lows — * 

“ On my arrival at Jhinsi with the forces under Sir Hugh 
Rose, Rao Senapat at onco came in and joined me, since which 
time he has ne^er ceased using his influence os a Bundela Chief 
to quiet the country and induce other Chiefs to lay down 
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their nrms. When latoly out in the Mnu IWnipur direction, Rao 
Sennpat gave me tho greatest assistance, and afforded me much 
local information. lie is a sincoro well-wishor of Government. 

“ The villages of Katolira, Dlinrpura, Ratosn, Kharlca, Ghurnt, 
and Barua are at present held ront-froo hy Rao Sonapat for lifo, 
and his son, if ho lias one, is to enjoy tho samo privilogo for his 
lifo. He has no son or daughter. Ho enjoys a pension for lifo 
of Rs. 250. 

“ For these services Sennpat Singh received tho titlo of Rdja 
Bnhddur, a khilat of Rs. 5,000, and cortain villages rovonuo-freo. 
The cstato was for somo time under tho management of the 
Court of "Wards.” 

From Government of India, Foreign Department, to Government, 

North-Western Provinces (No. 5S70 ), — dated Fort William, 

the 26 (h September, 1859. 

"In roply to your letter, dated 7th instant, Ho. 1222, recom- 
mending certain rewards for Rno Sonapat, the jagirddr of 
Eatehrn, in Jhansi, during tho rebellion, I am directed to stato 
that tho Govornor-Goneral in Council is pleased to confer on tho 
Rao the titlo of Raja Bahadur, with succession to tho son whom 
in default of natural male issue, ho may adopt, and to sanction 
tho grant of a suitable khilat of investiture. 

“ 2. His Excellency in Council is also pleased to sanction 

, _ , the proposal of the Lieutenant-Governor

Katosn. | Ghnrat. that the fivo other villages noted on tho 
‘ margin which are held by the Rao rent- 

free for life, be continued for one generation beyond his own life 
on the same terms, and at half rates for a generation beyond 
that.” 

Sardar Singh was succeeded by Ranmast Singh, who died on 
10th April, 1877. 

With the sanction of the Supreme Government, Balwant 
Singh, a member of the late Raja’s family, was selected to suc- 
ceed Ranmast Singh ; but as his nomination to the title and 
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estates was not accepted by tbe male members of the family, the 
whole question as to appointing a successor had to be carefully 
considered Daring the Lieutenant Governor s tour through 
JhSnsi in December, 1879, the opportunity was taken of mvesti 
gating the case thoroughly, and after due consideration. His 
Honor nominated Sardir Singh, son of Laehroan Singh, and 
consin to the lato E'tja Ranmast Singh, as successor to the 
estate This nomination was approved by tbe Government of 
India, and the personal title of Rija Bahadur was conferred on 
Sardir Singh by Foreign Department Notification No 2951 P, 
dated 19th March, 1880 At the same time the privileges 
attaching to the five villages belonging to tbe estate were 
extended to another generation It was also made a condition 
that Sardir Singh should continue to the members of the family 
the > allowance at present drawn by each The RSja and his 
retainers have been exempted from the operation of all prohibi- 
tions and directions contained in sections 13 to 16 of the Arms 
Act, other than those referring to cannon, Ac. 

The family residence is at Katehra in the Mau pargana, and 
the estates consist of five muSfi villages and three zammdiri 
villages, paying a revenue of Rs 2,156

RAO, SARDAR BAHADUR, AND KHAN BAHADUR. 

I.— TITLES CONFERRED BY NATIVE GOVERNMENTS. 

Bvlandshahr . — Rao Ujirao Singh, of Kachesar. Born April, 
1835. Residence, Kachesar. Heir, liis son, Girraj Singh, aged 
12 years. 

This Jat family belongs to the Dalai gotra, and was founded 
hy four brothers, Bhual, Jagram, Jatmal, and Gurwa, who came 
from Mandoti in Hariana about 200 years ago. The first three 
settled in Chitsona, pargana Sayana, while Gurwa took possession 
of lands in pargana Chandausi. Bhual was succeeded hy Manjhi 
Ram, who had two sons, Rai Singh and Chatar Singh, the latter 
of whom obtained considerable power. He had two sons, Magni 
Ram and Ramdhan Singh. Both of them joined the Jats of 
Bhartpur, but Najib-ud-daula secured their allegiance by grant- 
ing them Kachesar in jdgir with the title of Rao and the office 
of ohormdr or “destroyer of thieves” for the nine surrounding 
parganas. 

Ramdhan succeeded to the estate in 1790, and obtained from 
Shdh Alam a perpetual lease of parganas Path, Sayana, Thana 
Farida, and taluqas Datiyana and Sayyidpur, at a yearly revenue 
of Rs. 40,000. This grant was confirmed by the British Govern- 
ment in 1803. Rao Ramdhan died in prison in Meerut in 1816, 
and on his death the grant was settled with the original proprie- 
tors, but the jdgir of Kachesar was granted revenue-free in per- 
petuity to his son, Rao Fateh Singh, by Lord Moira in the same 
year. 

Fateh Singh died in 1839 after amassing immense wealth and 
estates, and increasing his taluqa to an enormous extent. He was 
succeeded by his son, Rao Bahadur Singh, who added 26 villages 
to the estates. He expressed his intention of leaving his estates 
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equally to his son Gnlab Smgli, and a natural son, Amrao Singh 
Gnlab Smgh resented this, and Rao Bahadur was found foully 
murdered in his house in 1847 

Gulab Singh, who succeeded, received estates assessed at 
Its 7,083 for his services during the mutiny lie died in 1859, 
and was succeeded by his widow, Jaswant Jiunwar, who again 
wa" succeeded hy her daughter, Bhup Kunwar Bhnp Kunwar 
died without issue in 1861, and was succeeded by her husband, 
Khushal Smgh, nephew and adopted son of the late rebel Rdja 
Nahar Smgh of Ballabhgarh 

Amrao Singh had meanwhile been pressing his claims, and 
in 1868 a settlement was made by arbitration five sixteenths of 
the property were awarded to Partap Smgh, a grandson of Mogul 
Ram, six sixteenths to Amrao Singh and tho remainder to 
Khushal Smgh Amrao Smgh subsequently gave one of his 
daughters in marriage to Khushal Smgh 

Rao Amrao Singh owns 44 entire villages and shares in seven 
others in the Bulandshahr district The property is all hercdi 
tary The jama assessed on the villages is Rs 60,725 

El&tcah — Rao Jomta Singh, of Kakhauta Bom m tho year 
1838 Residence, Kakhauta Has issue, Lala Guman Singh, 
born 27th February, 1870 

The Rao is a member of an old Sengar family who settled 
in pargana Auraiya The source of the title is not known He 
owns five villages, paying a jama of Rs 1,620 The property is 
hereditary 


Rao Chet Singh, of Bhikra Bom 15th April, 1851 Has 
issue, Bala Tej Smgh, bom 8th October, 1866 Residence, 
Bhikra 

Tho family are Sengar Rdjputs, an offshoot from the house 
of Rura (page 40) The title has long been recognised. Its 
source is unknown The estates, situated in tho Bidhdaa pargana. 
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comprise one entire village and shares in six others paying a 
jama of Its. 1,600. Tho property is hereditary. 

It ao Umrao Singh, Bahadur, of Bnrhpura. Born 1839. 
Residence, Barhpurn. Has issue, one son, Lain Himanchal Singh, 
horn 20th February, 1867. 

The family are Bhadauriyas and tho Bao is the head of the 
clan in tho Etsiwah district. For tho origin of tho clan see 
notice of Baja of Bhadawar (page 20). Tho titlo of Bao was 
conferred by Prithiraj of Dolhi. Bao Umrao Singh, Bahadur, iB 
in straitened circumstances, and has no landed property. 

Bijnor . — Rai Dalciiand, of Sahanpur. Bom October, 1827. 
Residence, Sahanpur. Has issue, fonr sons, Partab Singh, 
Harbans Singh, Jagat Singh, and Bharat Singh. 

Is tho representative of a Jut family (Doswdla class) of 
ancient origin, who came from Jhind in tho middle of the 
sixteenth century. In the next generation the fortunes of the 
houso were improved by its scion, Miichh Padarath, who laid 
the foundation of tho town of Hagai on the banks of the 
Ganges, and acquired considerable influence. When Prince 
Salim came to the district in pursuit of game, Padarath won his 
favour : and on leaving the district, tho Prince took Padarath to 
his father, Akbar’s court, and there had conferred upon him a 
dress of honor, the title of Rai, and a tract of country comprising 
over 600 s amindari and muafi villages stretching from Hagai to 
Barhapura. The family retained its full influence up to the death 
of Rai Tapraj Singh, grandfather of the present holder : it has 
since been in a state of decline. The estates now comprise 104 
viRages, assessed to a revenue of Rs. 47,604. 

Budaun . — Bao Bhup Singh. Born 1851. Residence, Bhan- 
pur. 

About 300 years ago Dalip Singh, Bais Tkdkur, came at the 
head of his tribe and took possession of the pargana of Hot 
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Salbahan Dalip Singh had two boos, Rao Singh and Karam 
Singh The descendants o£ Rao Singh, one of whom was Baldeo 
Singh, father of Bhnp Singh, have long borne the title of 
Rao The father of the present incumbent received a com 
mendatory paruina for services during the mutinr , and a 
certificate of honor at the Imperial Assemblage m 1877 Rao 
Baldeo Singh held the position of Honorary Magistrate from 
1872 to 1879 

Rao Bhnp Singh is the owner of landed property paying an 
annual revenue of Rs 2,500 His estates are however, much 
encumbered 


Sk&tjah&npur — Rao Dai Stsan of NahiL Bom 1842 Has 
issue Boc.hu Singh aged 30 years Jagan Nath Singh, 21 , and 
Sardan Singh, 14 Residence Jiahif 

This Katehria family of Rdjputs claims descent from Rao Hon 
Singh, who, in the sixteenth century, settled in Qola Raipur on 
the river Khanaut Han Singh a successors obtained possession 
of the whole of the old pargana of Oola and a firm&n of the Em 
peror Shih Jahfu dated 1645, conferred the ramfndan of it on 
Bikram Singh one of his successors The family subsequently 
removed from Gola Raipur to Nahfl About the middle of the 
seventeenth century a Gaur Th&hur of Chandra JTaholi in Oudh was 
called into aid the Katehnas m their struggles with the Pathans 
The Katehnas had no acknowledged head the last Rao Gopal 
Singh having fallen in an engagement leaving two infant sons 
and a widow The Gaurs subsequently decided to remain, and tho 
Katehnas soon found themselves completely supplanted At tho 
cession in 1802 only a few villages were still found in the pos 
session of the Katehria Thikurs of Ndhd (see notice of Raja of 
Paw&yan, pages 51 to 53) 

Rao Jeit Smgb, father of the present Rao defend od tho 
town of PawXyan when Manlvi Ahmad ullah SMh besciged it 
m 1857 He also supplied provisions on the arrival of theBritish 
force in 1857, when the district was in a disordered state Ho 
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died in 18S4. The property, which is lioreditnry, comprises 10 
Ullages in Sliuhjnhdnpur and 19 in Bareilly. Tho annual Govern- 
ment demand is 11s. 13,300. 


, Cairn pore . — Rao LXi, Sinoh. Bom 1844. ITeir, his son, 
Dhannrnj Singh, aged 1G years. Residence, Sipai. 

Baja Slicoraj Deo, tho Chnndcl founder of tho family, enmo 
in tho year 1393 Samhat, from Knnnuj to Shiurajpur in tho 
Cawnporo district, and established his rulo over tho neigh- 
bouring country, lie conferred on Sirghu Doo tho litlo of 
Bao, and allowed him to sottlo in mauza Sipai. Evor since tho 
Chandols of this houso have boon recognised ns holding tho titlo 
of Bao. 

Bao I/il Singh has a small landed property paying a rovonuo 
of Bs. 177. 


Bao Bishunatk Singh.. Born 15th September, 1870. Resi- 
dence, Salcmpur Mnhera, pargana Rasulabad. 

The title of Rao is said to have been conferred on Raghubar 
Singh, Th&kur, father of tho present holder, by R.'ijn Gyan Chand, 
and has long been recognised. The proporty is insignificant : 
such ns it is, it is horoditary. Rao Bishunath Singh succeeded 
his father, Rao Raghubar Singh, on tho 1st October, 1888. 


Rao Maicat Singh. Bom 1832. Has two grandsons, Lai 
Singh, bom 28th Juno, 18G9, and Sadan Singh, born 2nd April, 
1874. 

Tho title of Rao is said to have been conferrod on the TMlcur 
ancestors of • the present holder by Raja Gyan Chand, and has 
long been recognised. 

Rao Makat Singh does not own any landed property.

The present incumbent is a minor His ancestor, Gopal Ral,

Bdnda — Skimant Rao Balwant Rao, of Karwi Bom 1828 
Has no issue but has adopted a son, Moreshwar Rao, bora 17th 
August, 1872 Residence, Karwi 

Balwant Rao, Maharashtra Brdhman, is the grandson by 
adoption of Venaik Rao Venaik Rao also left two eons by 
adoption, ns , Nardyan Rao and Madbo Rao Both joined in tbo 
rebellion in 1857, and their estates were confiscated Nardyan 
Rao died a prisoner m Hazanbagh in 1860 Madbo Rao was 
deported to Bareilly, and granted a pension of Rs 30,000 per 
annum (see page 160) Venaik Rao, the paternal grandfather of 
Balwant Rao, was the son of Amnt Rao, the brother of the 
last Peshwa Baji Rao Amnt Rao received a pension of seven 
lakhs yearly from the British Government under tho treaty mado 
with him on the 14th August 1803 ( ctde No LAXII , Yol II , 
of Aitchison’s Treaties) This grant was continued to Venaik 
Rao, hut ceased on his death 

Balwant Rao was at Karwi during tho rebellion of 1857, but 
took no part in the nsing On the contrary, he gave every 
assistance to both the military and civil authorities 

Balwant Rao owns five villages in tho Bdnda and Fatchpur 
districts, paying a revenue of Rs 11 348 
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JInmirpur . — Rao Pancitam Singh. Born 31st May, 1860. 
Ilns issue, Bhopal Singh, aged 8 months. 

5 Partabju, a Bundeln Tlitikur, is said to have founded the village 
of Svasa in pnrgnnu Pnnvriiri : and Baja Jngat Rlj, of Jaitpnr, 
in reward for this sorvico, granted him tho village, free of reve- 
nue, and conferred on him tho titlo of Rao. Tho family of Rao 
Partabju continuo in possession of tho village (now assessed to 
revenue) and title. 

Rao Pnnchnm Singh owns a sharo in mauza Swasa, pnrgnnu 
Pamvari. The proporty is hereditary. 


Rao Aman Singh. Born 14th August, 1876. 

The traditional account is that Raja Chalnrsal gave tho 
village of Salaiyah in pnrgann Pamvari in dowry to Subha Singh, 
Panwar Thiikur, to whom tho It'ijn’s daughter was mnrried, and 
conferred on his son-in-law tho titlo of Rao, which tho family 
have over since enjoyed. Tho village was held in farm by tho 
present incumbent’s grandfather, Rao Nawnl Singh, and is now 
under direct management on account of tho expiry of tho term 
of farm. 


Allahabad . — Rai Raihia Mohan. Born 1850. Has issue, 
Dwarka Parshnd, born 6tli September, 1882, and Mata Parshad, 
born 19th June, 1886. Residence, Daraganj, Allahabad. 

Tho title of Rai is said to have been conferred on Isliri 
Parshad, Kayasth, grandfather of the presont holder, by Naw/ib 
Asnf-ud-daula. It has long been enjoyed. 

Rai RadhaMohan owns four villages in tho Allahabad district, 
paying a jama of Rs. 1,210. The property is hereditary. 


Rai Gokai. Nara’yan alias Chotu Lai.. Born 1842. Has 
issue, three sons, Babu Kosri Nardyan, Mahabir Nnrlyan, and 
Badri Narayan. 
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The title of Rai was conferred on Lachmi NarSyan, Khattn, 
Darogah of the palaces of the Begam, hr Nawib Shuja ad daala, 
Eah&dur, and is held by the present incumbent in. virtue of 
descent 

Rai Gokal Nardyan owns five whole villages, and shares in 46 
others, paying a revenue of Es 14,006 Of the property, 52 
villages are hereditary and 25 acquired by purchase 


Jannpur — Rai Dava Kishan Bom 5th December, 1812 
Heir, his son, Madan Makund, bom 25th February, 1865 Resi- 
dence, Jauupur 

Is the son of Rai Hingan Lai, Kayastb, formerly Tahsildir of 
Dehra Ddn who had a jlgir and the honorary title of Deputy 
Magistrate and Collector, conferred on him by despatch from the 
Hon ble Court of Directors, No 113, dated 4th August, 1858, for 
special services rendered to Government during the mutiny 
in the Jaunpur district 

Rai Daya Kishan owns property consisting of 18 villages, 
paying a jama of Es 2,245 


Gorakhpur — Rai Madan G opal, of Pndraana Bom 1829 
Heir, his cousin, Udit Nariyan, bom November, 1854 Residence, 
Padrauna 

This family of Kurmis claims descent from the celebrated 
Sfayyura Misra by his fourth wife or concubine, thus connecting 
itself with the Majhauli and Tamkubi R/»jas (pages 70 and 71) 
The Padrauna talilqa, coinciding roughly with the northern 
half of pargana Sidhua Jobna, originated in the grant of a few 
villages made to a dependent by the It^ja of Majhauli about 
1750 During the trouble of the next 50 years it was rapidly 
extended after severe struggles with the Ban j Iras Part of the 
Padrauna talilqa was confiscated after the mutiny, and the family 
having lost large sums in litigation with the IUja of Bettfa, wero 
only saved from ruin by tho industry and ability of Rai Isn 
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Partab. Tie himself behaved well in tlio mutinj*, and was 
Honorary Magistrate for ton years till Ins death. IIo was suc- 
ceeded by his son, Rni Madan Gopal, who lias spout money 
largely in improving the present proporty, in charity, in building 
a temple, and repairing tanks. 

The estatonow consists of 179 entire villages, and shares in 73 
villages in pnrgana Sidhua-Jobna, talisi'l Pndrauna, paying a 
Government revenue of Its. 44,377. Much of the present pro- 
perty has been acquired by purchase. 


J/iansi . — It ao IJniAjiT, of Kakarbai. Born 14th April, 1827. 
ITeir, his son, Lachman Singh, aged 2G years. Residence, 
Kakarbai. 

This Bundela Thfikur is descended from Bharat Chand, 
grandson of Riijn Malkhan, of Urclia. The titlo of Rao is said 
havo been conferred upon the grandfathor of the presont holder 
by the Mahdraja of Punnn. Arjun Singh, the fnthor of Rao 
Udiajit, assisted in restoring order in tlio Garotha talisil 
towards tho close of the mutiny. Rao Udiajit owns soven 
villages in the Jlinnsi district. lie pays a privileged rovonuo 
of Rs. 43G only. 


Jalaun . — Rao Siinon.vnsnAN Sixgii, of Gopalpura. Bom 20th 
September, 1859. Residence, Gopalpura. 

This is another branch of the Kachwiiha clan from Sahor in 
Gwalior territory (see notice of Raja of Rampura, pago 77). 
Some hundred years ago this branch held 62 villages under 
Alam Rao, belonging to the same stock as that from which the 
Makdrija of Jaipur is descended. Raja Nirpat Singh was tho 
ancestor of the family. Ho left two sons, Raj Shah, who became 
Raja of Sahor, and Alam Rao, who was progenitor of the present 
Chief. Tho elder son received the titlo of Raja, and the younger 
that of Rao. The jdgir obtained by conquest was much 
reduced by Scindia. The estate now consists of 12 revenue-free 
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Caicnpore —Ra r Indar Naba^av Bom 1850 Has issue, 
Brij Nar&yan aged 13 yearB, and Ekbal NarSyan, aged 11 years 
Residence, Patkapur 

This Kashmiri Brdhman is the son of the late Pandit Kiskan 
Nardyan, who was Settlement Deputy Collector of Saugor during 
the mutiny in 1857 The following account given by the Deputy 
Commissioner of Saugor shows the services rendered by Pandit 
Kishan Narayan — 

“On the commencement oi the disturbances he made himself 
acquainted with many of the native officers of the native regi- 
ments, and used every means in his power to keep me acquainted 
with what was going on among the sepoys Ho also privately 
talked with all the respectable persons in the district, explain- 
ing to them the absurdity of the report that the Government 
Wished to interfere with their religion On tho mutiny breaking 
out here, and up to the present time Pandit Kishan Nardyan 
used hts utmost energies, at night as well as day, in endeavouring 
to assuage the alarmed feelings of the natives, in gaining informa- 
tion of the rebels, and in assisting the Government by every 
means in his power He was the whole of the time under my 
immediate observation, and I can positively state that it would 
have been impossible for any European to have shown more devo 
tion and anxiety for the welfare of the Government than Kishan 
Nardyan all through these trying times has done ’ 

In consideration of the above services, the title of Rai was 
conferred on Pandit Kishan Narayan, and he was also granted 
three villages 

Extract from the Qorcmor QeneraVt sanad, dated 5th o tint, 1858 
« • • * His Excellency the Governor General of 

India is pleased to issue this tanad conferring on him (Pandit 
Kishan Nardyan) and his natural male descendants tho title of 
It ai * * ’ 
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On the death of his father, Pandit Indar Narayan inherited 
the title and estate. The latter comprises seven whole villages 
and an eight-anna share in one village, assessed to a revenue of 
Es. 8,953. 

Eai Indar Karayan is at present employed under Government 
as a Subordinate Judge. 


Jaunpnr . — Saiyid Muhammad Mohsin, Khan Bahadur, 
Zulkadr. Born 1832. Heir, Saiyid Muhammad Ahsan, born 
22nd August, 1869. 

Is the eldest son of Muhammad Saiyid Nasir Ali KMn, 
Deputy Collector of Allahabad, who rendered loyal services to 
Government during the mutiny. Nasir Ali Khf.n separated him- 
self from the rebels, and assisted the garrison in the Allahabad 
Port by communicating information, furnishing supplies, and 
offering money. In recognition of these services he was granted 
the proprietary right in a village assessed at Es. 2,000 and a 
hhilat. Subsequently he was rewarded with confiscated estates 
paying a jama of Es. 5,000. He was also, under Foreign 
Department letter Ho. 5206, dated 10th September, 1861, invested 
with the title of Khan Bahadur, the title being given in perpe- 
tuity to Nasir Ali Khan and the eldest heirs male of his body, 
lawfully begotten. As a further mark of favour he was simi- 
larly granted the complimentary form of address, '‘Zulkadr.” 

The Saiyid is at present employed as a Deputy Collector in 
these Provinces. 

The estate consists of 23 villages, assessed to a revenue 
of Es. 7,300. Four of the villages are hereditary ; the others 
were granted to the father of the present holder for mutiny 
services.

1 — IUja Sib Dinkar Rao, McsiiIr i-Kiias BaiiIdbr, 
K C S I Bom, 1819 Heir, his son, Raghunath Rao Dmkar, 
bom 4th August, 1858 

The Rdja is a Dakham Pandit belonging to the Bombay 
Presidency , but he frequently resides at Agra, Cawnporo, and 
Benares 

The Hi j a was Minister of the Hahdrdja Scindia till 1859 IIo 
subsequently became Superintendent of tho Dholpur State, and 
was a Member of tho Baroda Commission Tho Rdja was 
created in I860 a Knight Commander of the Order of tho 
Star of India, and at the Imperial Assemblage at Delhi received 
the title of Rdja Mushir i Khas Bahfidur ns a personal distinction 
(Notification No 90 P , dated 1st Jannory, 1877) 

Tho title was subsequently declared hereditary in Foreign 
Department Notification No 32G7I , dated 28th August, 1884 
Tho Rdja owns CO villages m tho North Western Provinces 
and Bombay, paying a revenue of Rs 18,000 no and h« retain 
era havo been exempted from certain proi lsions of tho Arms Act 


2 — The Hon'ble Maii^rXja Sir Puripati An vsiu Gam- 
pati Ri i, K C S I , of Viziindgram Bom 1b 50 Resides fre- 
quently at Benares 

The JIahdrdja’s estates, which are about 3,000 square rodes m 
extent, lie m tho Vizagapatom district of tho Madras Presidency. 
Ho is a descendant of tho Rdnas of Udaipur, and a member of tho 
Sassodia branch of tho Gohlaat clan In 1S52 an ancestor of 
tho family obtained tho position of Suhahdir of tho Sartlrs from 
Sultan Abdullah, and this office was continued to him bT 
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Aurnngzeb, when ho conquered tlio Kings of Golcontln. Iifijn 
Yijinr.lm considerably strengthened the power of tlio family mul 
became the ally of tlio French under Hussy in 175G. His 
nephew, lliija Gajapati Annndn llnj, who succeeded, descried 
the French side and became an ally of the English. It) 1792 tlio 
Baja came into collision with the Government of Madras. Troops 
were sent against him, and he was defeated and hilled. In tlio 
time of his successor the family estates were largely curtailed, and 
nt the permanent settlement the annual revenue was fixed at 
five lakhs of rupees. For many years the estates were managed 
by Government owing to tho indebtedness of tho Hujn, who 
lived at Benares on an allowance of one lakh of rupees a year. 

The present Maharaja succeeded his father, Ilia Highness 
Maharaja Mirza Vijiar.im Gajapati Baj, Munea Sultan Bahtldur, 
Iv.C.S.I., in 1SS2. The title of Mnluinijn has been conferred upon 
him us a personal distinction, and in 1887 he was created a Knight 
Commander of tho Most Exnlted Order of the Star of Indin on the 
occasion of the celebration of Her Majesty’s Jubilee. lie is a 
Fellow of the Madras University nnd a Member of the Madras 
Legislative Council. 


8. — MahXka’ja Sin PvAdica Pahsiiad Singh, Iv.C.S.I., of 
Dumrnon, in the Shnhnbnd district, Bongnl. 

lias extensive estates in the Pallia district, in which lie is tho 
largest landed proprietor. lie pays Its. 89,109 per annum Gov- 
ernment revenue, and has a rent-roll of Ps. 2,82,211. 

lie is tho head of tho Ujnin clan of Itfijputs, nnd traces back 
his pedigree S7 generations to Raja Vikratnaditya of Ujnin, 
from whom the Sqm Oaf era of tho JTindus is reckoned. Tho first 
settler in Bhojpur pargana of Shnhnbnd district was Itiijn 
Sami Slh, from whom the present Itiijn is 18th in descent. Tho 
custom of primogeniture prevails in tho family. Tho present 
Mnlidriija succeeded his father, Mnheshnr Baklisli, in December, 
1881, nnd was installed at Dumrnon by Sir Ashley Eden, 
Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, in tho following February. Tho 
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Maharaja was appointed a Knight Commander of tho Moat 
Eminent Order of the Indian Empire, by Foreign Department 
Notification No II B , dated 2nd Janaary, 1888

dences, Kamal, Panjxb , Jaroda, Muziffarnagar 

Thts family of Jots claim descent from Nausbtrwan, and are 
styled Mandul Naushirwam Muharadi KMn, great grandfather 
of Rawab Azmat Ah KMn and his two brothers were in tho sor- 
Tice of the Mahratfas at the head of 200 horsemen and wero ro 
compensed by a grant of parganas Soron, Charthdwal, and Muzaf 
farnagar as a jigfr During tho MahraCta war Muhamdi KMn 
aided the British forces, and at the condos ion of hostilities ho 
and Ins brothers exchanged tho parganas mentioned aboro, 
eituated in the Doto, for the pargana of Earn'd Tho latter 
was valued at Its 40,000, and was granted in perpetuity on an 
annual payment of Rs 1,500 One third of tho pargana was tho 
share of tho ancestor of Nawab Azmat Ah KMn During tho 
disturbances of 1857 Nawdb Ahmad All KMn, father of Azmat 
Alt KMn, loyallj aided tho Government, for which he rccoivod 
a khilat of Rs 10,000, and was exempted from his annual rovcuuo 
payment of Rs 500 

Tho following is an account of tho services rendered by tho 
Nawdb in the Muzaffamagar district — 

“ When tho outbreak commenced m May, 1857, a few days 
after tho mutiny at Mcerat, several siwars belonging to tho Na 
wdb, who holds largo estates in this district, were stationed hero 
These men immediately by their masters ordor offered their 
services and regularly joined « jth tho district a iwira in patrolling 
tho city and roads, and were also present at sc\ oral ex pedition s^, 
undertaken against insubordmato villages Tho Rawib a agent 
was constantly with the civil officers, and used regularly to 
bring intelligence of tho Delhi forco by h« masters three* 
turns, and was, I especially remember, delighted when tho nows 
o! tho defeat of the rebels at Badli hi Sam came Tho &Wb 
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of Karndl sent over a six-pounder gun, 20 gulanddzes, and 40 
sdwdrs under a naib risaldar, and 60 foot, who remained here 
till September, 1859, doing most excellent service, both in 
the station and in collecting revenue and arms in the district 
when out with the Magistrate ; and the extreme civility and readi- 
ness to obey all orders are in some degree an index to the feel- 
ings and spirit of the Nawdb himself.” 

No special sctnad conferring the title is forthcoming, hut it 
has long been recognised. It was continued to the present 
Nawdb in 1868 : — 

No. 9, Political Department, North-Western Provinces, dated 
the 6th January , 1868. — “ His Excellency the Governor-General 
in Council is pleased to confer the title of ‘ Nawab 5 on Azmat 
Ali Khdn of Karndl.” 

The estates, paying in all a Government revenue of B.s. 29,000, 
lie in parganas Karndl, Muzaffarnagar, Delhi, Baghpat, Budhdna, 
Jansath, and Shamli.
